THE OPPOSITION TO BUTLER. 
WHE BesTON CAUCUSES ATTENDED BY THE 
LEADING BUSINESS MEN OF THE CITY. 

Bostoyw, Sept. 12.—The caucuses in this 
tity to choose delegates to next week’s Repub- 
lican State Convention were held to-night. 
Asarule they were unusually well attended 
by merchants and business men who seldom 
tome out to the caucuses except during a na- 
tional canvass, or at times when their interest 
is directly awakened by an uncommon state 
of things political. The presence of such men 
at the caucuses indicates something of the in- 
tensity of the present opposition to Butler. 
The Boston delegation’ to the convention 
Ils a strong one. Its first choice is 

L. Pierce for the head of 
the anti-Butler ticket, and the expectation 
now is that Mr. Pierce will carry the nomina- 
tion, though a strong Robinson sentiment still 
exists in the interior. Among the Boston 
delegates are Gen. Francis A. Walker, who 
‘was prominent in the recent Independent con- 
ference; Col. Charles R. Codman, who is to 

de at the convention; ex-Gov. Rice, Mar- 
Brimmer, William Endicott, Jr., George 
P. Denny, Samuel Little, President Crocker, 
of the State Senate, and other men of like 
Btamp. From other sections of the State 
eqenily prominent men have been chosen dele- 
gates, among them the two Urited States Sen- 
ators and the leading Congressmen. 

The reports of hostility to Gov. Butier in the 
Greenback-Labor Party are regarded as of 
some importance here, if true, as indicative of 
B coldness toward him of the element 
upon which he most depends to help him 
fm his Presidential raid. Wendell Phillips 
denies the statement that he has lost faith in 
Butler, but the fact that the well-known

ernor since his declaration last season that 
their party was dead—a true enough state- 
ment, but not an agreeable one to come from 
the man who had used the little party so long 
as it was serviceable. Another reason for the 
turning of the Greenbaek-Labor Party against 
Butler was his refusal to speak for the striking 
telegraphers during their contest or to take a 
stand in their favor.

LEON ABBETT LIKELY TO BE THE CANDI- 
DATE OF THE DEMOCRATS. 

Trexton, Sept. 12.—Andrew Albright 
and Senator Lew Cochran are the only as- 
pirants after Gubernatorial honors who are 
keeping open house here this evening. AlI- 


bright has whisky and cigars on his 
table, and when the bors have had his 
ear as long as he can atand it he 
tells them to ge away and come back when 
they are dry. ’s boom started in 
Con Donovan's bar-room in New-York, but he 
has none of Con Vonovan’s whisky on hand. 
Two pitchers of water decorate his table 
and a lonesome-looking box of cigars stands 
on his mantel-piece. Leon Abbett has not 
put in an appearance this evening and is not 
to be looked tor. His canvass has been made 
for him rather than by him, and as he has ab- 
stained from active direction of the struggle, 
so he pro to keep away from the scene 
of it. absence gave rise to the ru- 
mor. that he positively declined, or rather 
=~ credence to the rumor which had really 

n started by the State-house ring to beat 
him. Though the State-house managers do 
not seem to be active in the contest, they are 
really making an eleventh-hour effort to beat 
him. Staff Little published in an organ he 
controls here a bitter personal attack on the 
Hudson statesman this afternoon. The man- 

have since tried to stampede the conven- 
tion to one candidate after another. First 
it was Cutler, of Morris, but then his temper- 
ance record would never do for a Democratic 
candidate, and it was found at the last that 
he could not control the delegation from his 
own county. Then they took up Whita- 
ker, a Judge in the Court of Errors Bench 
and a South Jerseyman, who bas a sort 
of a following, but it was learned after a little 
a aa that his delegation was weak-kneed 
and at heart for Abbett, and that boom has 
fallen still-born. There was some talk of 
a boom for Cochrane, but the feeling between 
the State-house managers and «Mr. Cochrane 
is not any more amiable than common cour- 
tesy callsfor. Mr. Little said to THE TIMEs’s 
correspondent that Mr. Abbett can get the 
nomination if he wants it, but that a good 
many of the delegates think that his nomina- 
tion would endanger the prospect of Deme- 
cratic success. 

At this writing it seems to be generally con- 
ceded that Mr. Abbett will secure the nomina- 
tion without any trouble, possibly on the first 
formal ballot. The delegations are not full, 
however. Those from the country dis- 
tricts are yet on their way. ‘‘They are 
economical men,” said Senator’ Blod- 
gett, ‘“‘and stay home till morning to 
save hotel expenses.’”’ The Essex, Hudson, 
Union, Passaic, Middlesex, and parts of the 
Somerset, Warren, Hunterdon, and other 
nearer delegations, are on hand. Allbright 
tried to caucus his delegation this even- 
ing, but could not drive them all in. 
He hoped, so it is said, to bind 
the whole delegation by the major- 
ty dictum. Those among them who are 
not well disposed to him refused to attend for 
fear that some such movement would be sprung 
on them. The spokesmen of his local opponent 
say he has never done anything for the Demo- 
cratic Party, and there is no reason why 
he should have his nothing rewarded 
with the Governorship, and as a mat- 
ter of fact he has been a Democrat 
only since the Republicans of his ward refustd 
to givehima nomination for Alderman. He 
left the party at once, and, on the assumption 
thata man who was hig enough to be a Re- 
an Aldermanfwas big enough to be a 

emocratic Governor, began to badger the 
Democratic State Convention fcr anomination. 
He bas only a bare majority of his own delega- 
tion, and will not succeed in achieving more 
than acomplimentary mention at their hands 
in the convention to-morrow. Then the dele- 
gation willgo to Abbett mainly. Some, how- 
for Cochrane, who has, next to 
Abbett, the largest following here. On the 
informal tallot he will probably make a reason- 
abjy strong showing. The Hudson delegation 
will not arrive here until morning. Surrogate 
McAvoy will be made Chairman, though there 
is in some quarters a disposition to select 
Orestes Cleveland for that position. Mr. 
Cleveland is, however, a candidate for 
the Chairmanship of the convention, 
notwithstanding the old-time rivalry 
between him and Abbett, he is said to be for 
Abbett. The only Hudson man who is for 
Allbright, or for any other man than Abbett, 
is the somewhat notorious Colorado Jewett, 
who has raised a manifesto for the Essex 
candidate. 

Staff Little’s attack in his paper here this 
afternoon is regarded as a challenge to Leon 
Abbett that he cannot afford todecline. It is 
esteemed, too, as the indication of a fight 
against him on the part of the State-house 
ring if he achieves the nomination to-morrow. 
Mr. Abbett is ready, so his friends say, to pick 
up the glove, and the final fight against the 
unpopular State-house managers is probably 
at band. 

The State Committee has been in session all 
the evening, and the main duty before it has 
been the selection of a temporary Chairman of 
to-morrow’s convention. The temporary Chair- 
mansbip is regarded as important in influenc- 
ing the fortunes of war. The committee 
had pitched upon Gen. Charles Haight 
when the Monmouth delegation put in 
a protest. Haight had run as a 
delegate and had been defeated, and the dele- 
gation was for that reason opposed to bim. 
Then tae committee tried to prevail on John 
P. Stockton. He did not care, however, to be 
mixed up in the war of the factions, and i- 
tively declined. Then ex-Senator John - 
per was proposed, but he as positively 
refused to act. At last accounts the com- 
mittee was disposed to select Allen McDermott, 
but he is like Abbett, from Hudson. He is 
friendly to Abbett, as all the gentlemen named 
are, and it isurged against him that the choice 
of a Hudson Chairman may for local reasens 
hurt Abbett’s candidacy. be question was 
still an open one at midnight. 

At the caucus of the Essex delegation to- 
night only 40 of the 84 delegates were present. 
A motion that Allbright be made the caucus 
nominee was voted down. The result of the 
caucus puts him practically out of the race. 
The State House ring talk as a last resort of 
springing Fitz John Porter on the convention, 
with such a hurrah as nominated McClellan 
six years ago.

THE TONQUIN IMBROGLIO 


THE FRENOH TO RESIST ‘CHINESE 
ENCROACHMENTS. 

CHINESE TROOPS TO INVADE THE COUNTRY 
WHEN THE FRENCH REINFORCEMENTS 
REACH PORT SAID. 

Paris, Sept. 12.—The papers here state 
that Prime Minister Ferry opposes ‘any con 
cession to China regarding the Tonquin fron- 
tier question. 

The National says that, should the pending 
negotiations between France and Chima, as is 
feared, not takea favorable turn, the French 
Cabinet is disposed to call an extraordinary 
session of the Chamber of Deputies. [t is un- 


derstood that M. Challemel-Lacour, the For- 
eign Minister is in favor of according large 
eoncessions to China in the interest of peace. 
The Ministers of War and of Marine, how- 
ever, consider ita matter of duty and honor 
to resist the encroachments of China in Ton- 
quin. 

The Figaro states that the Chinese army is 
concentrated near the Tonquin frontier, and 
only awaits news of the arrival of the French 
reinforcements at Port Said to invade Tonquin. 

Lonpon, Sept. 12.—The Secretary of the 
Chinese Legation here has left the city for 
Walmer Castle, to wait upon Lord Granville, 
the British Foreign Secretary. Thereare signs 
that the mediation of England in the Franco- 
Chinese imbroglio will eventually be invoked, 
but no ap for American mediation is 
deemed probable. 

A telegram from Hong Kong to the Admi- 
ralty states that two British gun-boats are now 
at Canten, and that, in conjunction with the 
Chinese troops on duty on shore, they furnish 
a force sufficient to guard the foreign settle- 
ment. 

The Standard’s Paris correspondent says: 
“*The general — is more than ever bent on 
peace. Should the negotiations with China 
collapse the Government will not survive a 
meeting of the Chambers 24 hours.” 

BERLIN, Sept. 13.—Under no condition will 
Germany consent to act as arbitrator between 
China and France. Hitherto China has not 
requested the intervention of any European 


power. 

Lonpon, Sept. 13.—The Marquis Tseng, the 
Chinese Ambassador, in an interview at 
Folkestone on his return from Paris, 
said that China was determined to con- 
cede nothing concerning the suzerainty over 
Annam. She did not wish France to possess 
territory adjoining the Chinese frontier. A 
dispatch of French reinforcements to Tonquin 
would be unfortunate, as it would compel 
China boldly to send troops to the ad- 
jacent province. The military party 
was daily gainin ground at Pekin. 
The occurrences hitherto were attributable 
to the excessive zea) of French officials. Any 
ill-considered measures on the part of the 
French might be attended with fatal results. 
The Marquis said thet nothing definite had re- 
sulted from his journey to Paris. 
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CURRENT FOREIGN NEWS. 


Lenpon, Sept. 12.—At a meeting of the 
supporters of Mr. Bradlaugh it was resolved 
that at the next session of Parliament the 
House of Commons should be given no rest 
until Mr. Bradlaugh be admitted to his seat 
or his legal disqualification finally determined. 

M. de Giers, the Russian Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, is expected to extend his visit to Ber- 
jin, Vienna, and Rome. 

The Nederland Company’s mail steamer 
Prince Frederik, concerning whose safety 


great anxiety was felt, it being believed that 
sbe was in the Strait of Sunda at the time of 
the recent volcanic eruptions, has arrived at 
Aden. - 

The quatre-centenary of Martin Luther 
will be commemorated at Wittenberg, Prussia, 
to-morrow. Over 1,000 clergymen from all 
parts of Protestant Germany will assist in the 
ceremonies. Many descendants of Martin 
Luther have already arrived at Wittenberg. 

The Berlin correspondent of Reuter’s Tele- 
gram Company denies the recent statement 
that Herr von Brandt, the German Envoy to 
China, who is now on furlough, had been or- 
dered to return to his post. Until a successor 
to,;Herr von Brandt is appointed the business of 
the legation will be conducted by Count von 
Tattenbach, the Secretary of. the embassy. 
The correspondent says the statement that 
Admiral Goltz, the commander of the German 
squadron in the East, had been ordered to 
concentrate his vessels at Hong Kong, and 
then proceed to the Chinese treaty ports, is 
also untrue. Both these statements were 
merely newspaper surmises. The aggregate 
strength of the German squadron in Chinese 
waters is 36 gums and 950 men. 

DUBLIN, Sept. 12.—Michael Davitt is very 
ill with an attack of inflammation of the 
lungs. His sickness has made necessary the 
canceling of all his engagements to address 
National League meetings in various parts of 
Ireland. Notwithstanding his illmess he was 
present at a meeting to-day of the Irish Na- 
tional League, 

The six men who have been confined in the 
Tullamore _— on the charge of murdering 
Constable Brown have been discharged for 
lack of evidence. 

BERLIN, Sept. 12.—The appointment of Gen. 
Schmitz by the French Government as Am- 
bassador to St. Petersburg creates an unfa- 
vorable impression here, owing to his Alsatian 
origin. 

The Emperor William has conferred upon 
Prinee Alexander of Hesse-Cassel the com- 
mand of the Thirteenth Dragoons on the occa- 
sion of the Prince’s completion of his fiftieth 
year of military service. Prince Alexander 
cordially accepted the honor, thus testifying 
that he has abandoned all anti-Prussian ten- 
dencies, and that the entente cordiale between 
the Emperor and himself has been restored. 

Seventeen Pomeranian herring boats have 
been missing since the recent gales. 

Paris, Sept. 12.—Owing to rumors, given 
currency in Spanish newspapers, that he knew 
of the pians of Ruiz Zorilla, the Spanish Radi- 
cal, in fomenting the recent uprisings in Spain, 
but that he neglected to inform the Spanish 
Government thereof, the Spanish Ambassador 
to France has left the embassy and forward- 
ed his resignation to King Alfomso. No action 
will, it is stated, be taken om the resignation 
until the return of the King to Madrid. 

Ata meeting of the Board of Directors of 
the Suez Canal @ompany it was decided that 
after Jan. 1, 1884, all vessels passing through 
the canal in ballast shall be entitled to a 
reduction of 2}4f. per ton. The company will 
also in future pay the cost of floating and re- 
starting vessels that may run aground in the 
canal. 

The remains of Admiral Pierre, the late 
commander of the French in Madagascar, will 
be honored with a state funeral. 

The newspaper Union, the organ of the 
Legitimists, has ceased publication. The fare- 
weil address says that the paper’s mission end- 
ed with the death of the Count de Chambord. 
It salutes the Count of Paris as the head of the 
house of France, and hopes that he will 
restore to Christians the traditional mon- 
archy. The cessationimplies that the Legit- 
imists will not support the Count of Paris un- 
less he claims the throne on the most absolute 
clerical priuciples, whichis known to be im- 
possibile, 

Vienna, Sept. 12.—The Sobieski festival was 
continued in the Prater lass evening, the 
principal features being a grand torchlight 
procession and a display of fire-works. It is 
estimated that fully 200,000 persons were as- 
sembied to do honor to the occasion. At 
Cracow and Lemberg the day was celebrated 
with enthusiasm, and the streets of both 
cities were thronged with visitors frem all 
parts ef Poland. 

COPENHAGEN, Sept. 12.—Notwithstanding 
the published denials, it is now understood in 
Court and political circles that the Czar will 
meet the Emperor William, of Germany, be- 
fore returning to St. Petersburg. 

COLOGNE, Sept. 12.—The Gazette’s corre- 
spondent at Constantinople says tke Sultan, 
during an audience with Herr von Radowitz, 
the German Ambassador, declared that it was 
the intention of Turkey to adhere to the vol- 
icy foreshadowed by the Austro-German alli- 
ance. 

AGRAM, Sept. 12.—The police have surprised 
some secret societies here which have been en- 
deavoring to direct riots against the Jews.

The 
Indians refused to sell any portion of their re- 
serve or to move to another reservation. They 


said they had no grievances and were highly 
pleased with their agent, Ronan. All they desired 

as to keep whisky away from their young men. 

he Saint Ignatius Mission Schools, also en the 
reservation, were visited by the commission. 
The schools are well conducted by Sisters of 
Charity and priests. About 50 Indian girls and the 
same number of boys are being educated. Senator 
Vest speaks highly of teachers and pupils. 

The counoll at St. Mary’s Mission yesterday was 
rather dramatic. Charlos, a flathead chief, with 
a few hundred Indians, has steadily refused to go 
upon a reservation. The Indians cultivate a few 
ranches, but are steadily growing poprer, and the 
valley is thickly settled by whites. The reserva- 
tion Indians and the whites want these Indians re- 
moved to a reservation to avoid anticipated tron- 
ble. In the council Senator Vest and Delegate 
Maginnis sat opposite the chiefs. Through an in- 
terpreter Senator Vest explained his mission. 
Charlos, who is a noted brave, gazed defiantly at 
the Senator for a moment, and then began his re- 
ply. He said: ‘*We are poor and weak. You 
want to place your foot upon our neek, and grind 
our face inthe dust. ButI will got go. I will go 
to the plains.” 

* Nez Peroés Joseph tried to go to the plains,” 
broke in Senator Vest, “There are no plainsnow. 
The white men are as thick as leaves from ocean 
to ocenn. If you do not get a title to your lands 
here like white men, soldiers will come some day 
and place you upon a reservation.” 

“ My bands and those of my people are free from 
the white man's blood,"’ said Charios. *‘ When the 
Nez Perces came here we protected the whites. 
Why does the white man take his heart from us 
now?’ Then he took off his hat, threw it upon 
the floor, stamped upon it, and, with blazing eyes, 
he shouted: ** You may take Charlos toa reserva- 
tion, but there will be no breath in his nostrils— 
be ay will be dead. He will neyer go there 
alive.’' 

Senator Vest answered the tawny chieftain in 
language as emphatic as his own that he must 
obey the white man’s laws as implicitly as did the 
white man. If he did not he must go where the 
Government chooses to send him. Before the coun- 
cil broke up Charlos agreed to goto Washington 
with Agent Ronan and talk the matter over with 
the Great Father. The commission starts to-night 
for Helena and the Blackfoot Agency, and thence 
to Fort Assinnaboine to meet the Northern tribes. 


Casa GrRanpr, Mexico, Sept. 12.—The 
Apaches are beginning to show signs of treachery, 
aud it is the intention of the Mexican authorities 
to surround and keep them in the neighborhood of 
Casa Grande until a cordon is completed, when a 
speedy sequel to the present state of affairs may 
be looked for.

ACCIDENTS ON RAILWAYS. 


SEVERAL FREIGHT TRAINS IN COLLISION ON 
VARIOUS ROADS, 

Easton, Penn., Sept. 12.—A freight train 
on the Lehigh and Susquehanna Railrcad was 
wrecked this morning at Siegfried’s bridge. Eight 
cars were demolished and the tracks were blocked. 
Ail trains were delayed several hours, passengers 
and baggage being transierred at the scene of the 
accident. 

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 12.—A coal train on 
the Easton and Amboy Road separated in two 
places near Pattonburg this morning, and after- 
ward the broken partsran together, piling up a 


dozen cars and blocking both tracks. Trains either 
way were delayed over two hours. 


WILLIMANTIC, Conn., Sept. 12.—The engine 
of the second section of a freight train, bound east, 
onthe New-York and New-England Railroad Lroke 
from the train at Andover this morning. A train 
following crashed into the rear of the freight train, 
of which eight cars were wrecked and several de- 
railed. A brakeman had his ieg broken, two cars 
were burned, the track was blocked, and the pas- 
sepgers were transferred. 


PETERSBURG, Va., Sept. 12.—A collision oc- 
curred this afternoon hetween two treight trains 
on the Norfolk and Western Railway, near Notta- 
way Court-house stution. Ten freight cars were 
derailed and one locomotive was badly damaged. 
The accident was caused by the rear train running 
into the forward train. William Alexander, a 
brakeman, was Dainfuily injared. The west-bound 
passenger train which left Petersburg this after- 
noon was obliged to stop at Nottaway Court-house, 
being unable to get through to Lynchburg on ae- 
count of the wreck. 

OmaHaA, Neb., Sept. 12.—This morning on 
the Union Pacific Railroad, eight miles west or this 
city, an excursion train, loaded with visitors to the 
fair, coming in from the Missouri Pacific road, col- 
lided with a freight train going west, badly wreck- 
ing both engines. Nobody is reported killed, but 
many injured. The track is still blockaded. 

CHEYENNE, Wyoming, Sept. 12.—Last Sat- 
urday two parts of a freight train, which had sep- 
arated owing toa broken coupling, came into col- 
lision on a bridge 25 miles west of Green River. 
The structure broke down and 11 cars were 
wrecked. The bridge has been repaired and trains 
are now running regularly.

STILL LOOKING FOR CLUES 


NOTHING DISCOVERED REGARD- 
ING ROSH AMBLER’S SLAYER. 
TESTIMONY BEFORE THE CORONER’S JURY 

OF ‘(LITTLE IMPORTANCE—STATEMENTS 
FROM PHILADELPHIA DENIED. 
New-Haven, Sept. 12.—Coroner Holt, 
of Bridgeport, who has now taken charge of 
the investigation into the murder of Rose 
Ambler, said very frankly to-night that up to 
this time not a single satisfactory discovery 
had been made promising to bring the crim- 
inal to justice. This assertion was made atter 
the adjournment of the inquest for the night, 
and after the most rigid cross-examination of 
a half dozen witnesses whose testimony had 
been expected to be imyortant, ineluding Wil- 


liam Lewis, the dead girl’s lover. Printed 
questions were put to Lewis during the two 
or three hours he was in the hands of the 
jury, and tbe detectives showed that the 
theories which were declared several days ago 
to implicate him bad not been fully uban- 
doned. His father and mother were examined 
before he was called. Honest, old-fashioned 
country folk, they testified apparently with 
great frankness, but they threw little light on 
the mystery, and the chief result of their ex- 
amination was to show that they really re- 
membered few circumstances connected with 
the Sunday night on which Rose Ambler was 
killed. They were far from certain as to the 
time at which their son retired, and they could 
not swear certainly that he did not leave his 
room later. 

Edward W. Bartram told the story of the 
couple he passed on the Oronoque road on the 
night of the crime, who, he was originally cer- 
tain, were Rose Ambler and a male compan- 
ion. He explained that the statements pub- 
lished in Tur TivEs some days ago exploding 
this conclusion were correct, and tuat he had 
become satisfied that, instead of Rose, the 
poune woman he passed was Miss Alice 

abriesky with her uncle, Jonathan Wolfe, 
one of Stratford’s first citizens. Mr. Woife 
and his niece testified in corrobora- 
tion of Bartram’s statements. ‘They had 
been making an evening call at the house of 
Isaac Booth, and were on their way home 
when Bartram passed. Later they met an- 
other man. The spot at which they passed 
him was very dark, and not only were they 
unable to recognize him, but they were 

vally at a loss to know whether he was 
white or a negro. ‘They left the house of 
Mr. Booth at 9 o'clock, met this man 
about 12 or 15 minutes later, and 
reached home about 9:20. Of the man’s ap- 
pearance they could give no satisfactory de- 
scription, but they thought he was in his shirt 
sleeves and carried a bundle—his coat, they 
presumed—under his arm. He walked leisure- 
ly. The spot at which they met this person 
was nearly opposite where the ‘‘new road” 
from the house of William Lewis joins the 
Oronogue highway. 

Miss Julia Roberts and Lucius Wilcoxen, a 
young lady and gentleman who attended ser- 
vices at the Stratford Methodist Episcopal 
Church on Sunday night, were also called to 
testify. They said they left the church on 
their homeward journey at 9 o'clock. They 
could not have been far behind Mr. Wolfe and 
his niece, and at9:15 they were home. Ata 
bridge on the Oronoque road, just below the 
Raven Stream, they came across a man who 
seemed to be anxious to avoid recognition. He 
leaned against the bridge rail. He was where 
Rose Ambler was obliged to pass on her way 
home, Miss Roberts and her companion both 
testified that they passed very close to the 
man, but neither recognized him nor were able 
to give a description of him. 

V ben this testimony was recorded William 
Lewis was called. Coroner Holt and Deputy 
Coroner Joyce subjected him co an examina- 
tion that was searching in the extreme. He 
insisted that he had loved the dead girl dearly ; 
that his relations with her had always been 
honorable, and that he had expected soon to 
make her his wife. He recited at length the 
story of his courtship, and in emphatic words 
denied that he had the slightest motive 
to wish his betrothed out of the way. 
His attention was called to an alleged quar- 
rel he had with Rose because she had 
accepted the attentions of Alexander St. John. 
He said he and she had never quarreljed. He 
knew something of St. John, but he had never 
thought of him as a rival, and had not known 
that Rose carried on a correspondence with 
St. John. He did not believe that Rose had 
ever been in thought, word, or deed untrue to 
him. He swore that after the girl left him at 
the gate to go home alone in the dark he had 
not seen her until he was summoned 
24 hours later to look upon_ her 
lifeless body. When asked how certain 
scratches had come upon his hands last week, 
Lewis insisted that he knew of no such 
scratches,'and he denied that any blood spots 
could have been found on the seats or curtains 
of his ‘carriage or upon hislap-robe. His car- 
riage and robes, so far as he knew, had been 
put to no use by which blood stains could be 
made upon them. He repelled indignantly 
the insinuation that for any cause he could 
have followed the unprotected girl, killed her, 
hid the body, and, later carried it in his car- 
riage to the spot where it was discovered. It 
was latein the afternoon when Lewis's ex- 
amination was concluded for theday. He was 
dismissed with the intimation that perhaps he 
might be called upon again. To-morrow morn- 
ing Dr. Moses White, the medical examiner of 
New-Haven, will testify. Hehas been making 
microscopical examinations of the garments 
found on the dead girl, and he will be able to 
give important testimony, also, regarding the 
much-disputed question of whether Rose 
Ambler was or was not outraged by the ruf- 
flan who murdered her. One of the articles in 
his possession, and about which he will testify, 
is a blanket, said to have been taken from the 
Lewis carriage-house, or a shed near-by, on 
which appear suspicious stains, not unlike hu- 
man blood, ° 

The sudden departure from Stratford of the 
eccentric man whom the New-York detective 
suspected and shadowed has not persuaded 
Coroner Holt that the detective was on the 
right traek, but he said to THe TrveEs’s cor- 
respondent to-night that the statements made 
in an alleged interview in Philadelphia with 
this man were grossly incorrect. He did not 
counsel this suspect to leave Stratford, nor did 
he go from the village with either his knowl- 
edge or consent. Deputy Coroner Joyce ex- 
pressed a similar ignorance of the man’s 
departure, and Detectives Wood, Ar- 
nold, and Bibbins all pronounce false the 
statement that they assured one of his 
relatives that there was ‘no i 
against him, nor did they, they say, counsel 
or wink at his departure. The charge made 
in the interview that they advised him to ‘‘ see 
Fuller and close his mouth” they pronounce a 
malicious invention. Following these state- 
ments from the officers, Coroner Holt said he 
had concluded that the circumstances which 
the New-York detective has held to involve 
the Philadelphia man demand investigation. 
He proposes to make such an investigation. 
The detective did not ask for a warrant for an 
arrest from Coroner Holt nor consult with"the 
Coroner about it. The officer who declined to 
‘‘interfere” was Grand Juror Crawford. 

A DERELICT OFFICIAL’S INFLUENCE. 

Wasnrnaton, Sept. 12.—Paul Vander- 

voort, the recently dismissed chief clerk of 
the Railway Mail Service at Omaha, is bound 
to play bis influence as General-in-Chief of 
the Grand Army of the Republic for all it is 
worth. It is said he has supposed himself be- 
youd discipline cr removal through his soldier 
backing, and he _ has certainly been a 
very insubordinate and troublesome em- 
ploye. ‘The Post Office Department pre- 
sumed that he would show fight, and 
had prepared a_ statemont of his rec- 
ord which proves him to have been very 
derelict. In the last fiscal year he was absent 
265 days on Grand Army duty, and this in the 
face of admonition and remonstrance from 
the department. Gen. Rosecrans comes to 
Vandervoort's assistance to-day in a report on 
the case as he finds it upon inquiry at the de- 
partment, But by this friendly showing it ap- 
pears that Vandervoort was absent from his mail 
service duties most of the time.

1WO MINERS KILLED. 


THE STARTLING DISCOVERY MADE IN A COAL 
MINE AT SCRANTON. 

SCRANTON, Penn., Sept. 12.—A miner named 
Flannigan, employed at the Cornell colliery, saw a 
ghastly spectacle this morning in the ehamper of 
the mine where he usually works. He was inthe 
act of loading some coal that he had blowrzj down 
yesterday when he stumbled across the bodies of 
twomen. He could see by the light of the lamp 
which he carried in his hat that the bodies were 
terribly mangled. He hastened away and told 
some of the other workmen what he had seen. 
An investigation showed that every bone in the 
bodies of the men had been broken, and that eoal- 
dust had been literally driven through their flesh 
as if fired fromagun. A comband match-safe, 
— in the pocket of one, were broken intosmall 
pieces, 

The bodies were taken to the mouth of the 
mine, when if was found that they were those of 
David Jones, of Wilkesbarre, and Owen Coggins, 
of Carbondale, whe applied yesterday morning to 
the mine Superintendent for work. The Superin- 
tendent furnished them with lamps and gave 
them a guide to econduet them to the 
chamber where they were expected to werk. 
There the guide ieft them, and they were never 
seen again until Flannigan ran against their boates 
to-day. It is thought they were standing In the 
chamber when a blast was fired in an adjotnin 


chamber which penetrated the wall of coal and. 


buried them under fhe falling débris. It is consid- 

ered by the miners one of the most remarkable ac- 

cidents that has ever occurred here.

LIFE IN TEXAS. 


ONE MAN DEAD, ONE BADLY WOUNDED, AND 
ONE FILLED WITH GOOSE-SHOT. 


GALVESTON, Sept. 12.—At Trinity yester- 
day Major H. B. Hurlock, a mill owner, and his 
son, W. H. Hurlock, aged 22 years, were shot by 
one of their employes named Roseman. W. H. 
Hurlock is now dead and hie father’s wounds are 
probably mortal. The shooting occurred at a 
house near Hurloek’s mill. A young son of Major 
Hurlock had been annoying Roseman, who, in en- 


deavoring to make him desist, aceldentally in- 
jured the child’s foot. The Maiorshowered abuse 
and blows upon Roseman. The latter declining to 
resent this treatment, the Major ealled to his son 
to come out and whip Roseman. Theson’s blows 
quiekly put Roseman on the ground, when the lat- 
ter drew a revolver and shot his adversary through 
the head and heart. The Major reached for his 
pistol and Roseman shot him also. He then coolly 
went up stairs, procured another revolver, and 
barricaded himself. The mill employes had by this 
time gathered around the premises. The lady of 
the house entreated Roseman to leave. He com- 
plied, remarking, “I will for you. Youare a wom- 
an.”” When Roseman left the house the men 
opened fire upon him, and after filling him with 
goose shot secured him. After Roseman’s cap- 
ture Major Hurlock, despite his wounds, beat him 
until the bystanders interfered.

ANOTHER BARB WIRE SUIT. 
Cuicaco, Sept. 12.—The Washburn & 
Moen Manufacturing Company, manufacturers of 
barb-wire fencing and owners of the patents which 
control the making of barb wire, filed a petition 
for a writ of injunction against the Lyman 
Manufacturing Company of Chicago in the 
United States Circuit Court to-day. The company 
represents that it is the sole owner of patents 
for making barb wire, and as sueh owner it 
licensed the Chicago Company in January, 1881, 
to manufacture barb wire, not to exeeed in quan- 
tity 2,500 tons a year, or to employ therein more 
than 22 barb-wire machines. But instead 
of sticking to this agreement the Lyman 
Company has, since Jan. 1, 1883, already 
manufactured 38,100 tons, being in eight 
months 600 tons more than it is entitled to make 
in an entire year, and is yet hard at work making 
more. The Washburn & Moen Company asks for 
$100,000 damages and an injunction restrainiag the 
company from making more than 2,500 tons a year 
hereafter. The reason offered why this should be 
done is that the price of barb wire may not be les- 
seped by over-production and that the monopoly 
of the patentees may not be disturbed.

Dr. Charlies N. Sims, Chancellor of the University 
at Syracuse, N. Y.; the Rev. C. H. Payne, D. D., 
President of the Ohio Wesleyan College, and the 
Rev. J. M. Walden, D. D., of the Western Book

A MURDERER CONFESSES. 
NICK RODEMAN TELLS HOW HE KILLEF 
PETER KOHLBECK. 


MILWAUKEE, Sept. 12.—The mystery of the 
murder of Peter Kohlbeck, who was shot about 9 
o’clock on Saturday evening, was cleared up at 
noon to-day by the confession of the murderer. 
Nick Rodeman was one of Kohlpeeck’s most inti- 


mate friends, and was seen in the latter's company 
just before the killing. August Roeband, 8 sworn ~* 
enemy of the dead man, was arrested in vicin- 
ity immediately after the murder. He could give 
no account of his doings that evening, and every- 
thing pointed to him as the murderer. The cir- 
cumstantial evidence against him was very strong. 
Last night Rodeman came to the police station, 
and while casually conversing about the murder 
made some very conflicting statements. The offi- 
cers decided to hold him asa witness and he was 
locked up. They were greatly astonished when he 
sent for one of them at noon and confessed that 
he had murderea Kohibeek. He said they had 
quarreled and be shot Kohlbeck twice and then 
ranaway. The authorities are now of the opinion 
that Rodeman murdered his friend for his money. 
The self-confessed murderer is 21 years old, and

PARMEES SEEKING LEGISLATION. 
NASHVILLE, Tenn., Sept. 12.—The State 
convention of farmers to-day adopted a resolu- 
tion declaring it to be the duty of Congress to 
constitute the Agricultural Bureau of the Govern- 
ment a separate Department of Agriculture, giving 


its head the rank and position of a Uabinet officer. 
Asecond resolution asks Congress to pass Jaws 
to prevent the spread of contagious diseases to 
which live stock are liable. A third provides for 
the appointment of a Commissioner from each 
grand division of the State to watch the ap- 
proach and effects of any contagious disease 
among any class of animals, together with 
the results, whether fatal or otherwise, and to 
report the same: also to superintend the trial and 
observe the effects ef all proposed preventives and 
cures that may be brought before them and to re- 
port all of their useful qualities if any, and expose 
humbugs, to the end that farmers may have the 
advantage of anything that is good in protecting 
and saving their animals. A further resolution

YRTATION BY WAGON AND PONY— 
_ FREEZING AT NIGHT AND SWELTERING 

AT NOON—MEZEVING THE PRESIDENT. 
‘Upper Geyser Bastn, Yellowstone Na- 
“tional Park, Aug. 26,.—Sitting in the door of a 
ccommodious house tent, stretched across a 
stout timbered frame, your correspondent sees 
reaching out to the right and left a semicircle 
of similar tents, 20in number, all shining in 
4he morning sunlight, while eager tourists are 
-‘yanning across the open space in front to look 
at the stream of hot water and steam which 


Old Faithful, the pet geyser of this wilderness 
of ge is beginning to toss high into the 
’ gir with a tremendous hiss and roar. The party 
of 25 which left Mammoth Hot Springs two 


days ago has partly recovered from the 
fatigue incidental to two stages ef the 


journey through the park, although there 
are some members of it who rode on horse- 


back who prefer standing to sitting and others 
who are reminded, by lame backs and sides, 
pf the unavoidable consequences of long rides 
over steny and hilly roads in not too easy 
wagons. ‘The start from the Springs was de- 
Jayed on Friday until noon, and the sun was 
beating down hotly when the Doctor, who had 
been put in charge of the first detachment of 
Mr. Hateh’s excursionists, rode off at the head 
of five mounts, including three ladies—one the 
wife of the London journalist, the second the 
@aughter of a Chicago physician, and the third 
the wife of the Medical Purveyor of the Army. 


Two New-York journalists, ono a rider of 
experionce and the other quite ignorant 
of the habits of the “bucking ca- 
” completed the mounted cavalcade, 
the rest of the procession being made up of a 
covered wagon holding seven passengers, 
ag lighter vehicle holding three, and two others 
that each carried five persons besides the driv- 
ars, With the help of double towing-teams 
the horses and wagons were enabled to climb 
through the white dust of the Hot Springs and 
to the top of Terrace Mountain, the ascent of 
awhich begins within 109 yards of the hotel. 
So difficult were some of the hills to mount 
that the gentlemen of the party and one lady, 
who was an excollent pedestrian, got out 
and toiled on foot through the dust and 
heat, from rosting bench te bench, until 
the top wos reached. At one side of the 
road, just at the ridge of the mountain, 
the guide led the way to a spring, from 
w everybody obtained a_ refreshing 
draught of soda and sulphur water sparkling 
in its clearness. Once over the mountain the 
road led down intoa valley, bounded on the 
‘west by foot hilis that lay in the shadows of 
‘the Quadrant Mountains, upon which the 
snow medin large patches, while on the 
east, close to the road, were lofty hills covered 
‘with grassand thinly sprinkled with evergreens. 
In the bottems, along the frequent streams, the 
grew rank and sulphury green, and 
there were pretty groves of dwarf willows, 
some knee-high, through which the road was 
wut, and which gave to that portion of the val- 
Jey the name of Willow Park. Away ata gal- 
‘lop went the guides and the meunts, sending 
clouds of dust behind to finda lodging in the 
prairie grass. At the cressing of the Hirehole 
and Indian Creeks, which were made by fords, 
there was a general halt, watering of horses, 
and a merry vassing around of the guides’ tin 
G@rinking-cups. The waters were cool and agree- 
mwble—a pleasing change from those at the 
‘springs, which were not good as found in the 
hotel. The roads, which were indifferent at the 
beginning of the journey, became poor as the 
proceeded, and soon after crossin 
Indian Creek they became positively bad, 
gcarcely more than a wide trail, not cleared of 
gtumps and stones. Beaver Lake, a broaden- 
‘ing of a branch of Indian Creek through the 
erection of dams by beavers, who had con- 
‘tracted their elaborate works in irregular 
dines from side to side of the valley, bclding 
‘tthe water in pretiy green-edged basins that 
occurred at ~nand ean more than a mile, 
engaged ettention until the party were under 
the Ubsidian Cliffs. These bold and impres- 
give walls of black glass-like rocks rise in 
: lines hundreds of feet above the road, 
: where they have been cut down, to 
‘form a bench upon which the wagon- 
road is constructed, the fragments 
ten like diamonds where they have 
crushed by heavy wheels. There 
was a frantic wish to gather specimens of this 
‘black glass, and when the jeurney was re- 
‘sumed the horses were soon panting and strug- 
giing up the White Hill, a road along the side 
of a mountain covered with dead pines and 
‘cedars, prostrated by fires which had swept 
destructively through the forests years ago. 
Trees of 10 or 15 years’ growth shot up be- 
‘tween the rotting trunks to zive promise of a 
jrenewal of the once vigorous forest. The men 
jot the party were again out on the road, toil- 
‘ing through the chaiky dust, evidently the de- 
posit of some unseen sulphur springs, 
inow at rest, that had been belching forth 
their alkaline waters fer an unknown num- 
ber of centuries. When tke top of 
the hill was reached, and the pedestrians 
turned to look to the west, they saw a mag- 
nificent view of distant mountains, rising blue 
and faintly gray, with snow streaks along 
their tops, Mount Holmes towering highest of 
all directly in front, while Bell’s Peak and the 
t Mountains reared their cones and 
pyramids further to the north, Again the 
road led into a valley, past the Laxe of the 
‘Woeds, a pretty sheet encircled by dark pines 
and cedars, and for a time the riders on horse- 
-back and in wagons were screened by frequent 
‘natural bowers of overhanging branches. 

The kind and thoughtful guide-beok makers 
prepared the tourists for the horrible stench 
that was presently wafted under their nos- 
trils, and the syes of those of poorest sight 
goon discovered a number of eprings near at 
hand A ewogg' 4 very strengly impregnated 
with sulphur. They bubbled up in the swampy 
poil, spreading desolation and thick layers of 
ca us deposit over many acres of land. 
Camps of Government surveyors, the station 
pf one of the President’s special line of couri- 
ars, and the haltirg-places of independent par- 
ties of tourists were passed, all sending up 
gromas of cooking meat and bailing coffee 

the cool evening air to cause the 

teh excursionists to long for their own 
camp and supper. A _ brisk ride over 
gp road along a brvad meadow, with a fine pine 
forest rising at its edge, brought the tourists, 
just at dusk, to the camp at Norris Geyser Ba- 
sin, The half-dozen house tents found here 
were pitched on a grassy slope only a few hun- 
dread teet from the rapid Firehole Creek. 
After dark the air became rapidly ceol, and 
those who had been warm butan hour before 
in shirt-sleeves and thin jackets were anxious 
io put on thicker coats, and even overcoats 
were not burdensome and soon became neces- 
. Alarge party of Philadelphians whe 
unexpectediy arrived earlier had al- 
ready been quartered in the tents, and 
the sleeping accommodations were soon 
exhausted. Light persons were apportioned 
to each tent with four beds, and after most of 
the ladies and the more delicate gentlemen 
svere provided for, two ladies and eight or ten 
gentlemen were assigned to sleep on such soft 
spots on the floor of the dining-tent as they 
d select, without mattresses or pillows. 
our correspondent was one of the unfor- 
tunates to whose lot it fell to be one of the 
sleepers on the ground. A coarse hemp car- 
pet is not a soft mattress, and it is not always 
to find undulations in the ground that 
will exactly fit the lines of the human body. 
Before the blazing camp-fire, around which 
the guides and drivers had lingered to tell sto- 
ries of frontier life, had been deserted an 
hour, and the dining-tent had been well filled 
with recumbent figares covered with bian- 
kets, three or four of the largest men began 
to snore portentously. The temperature fell 
rapidly, and after a few hours of shivering, 
broken rest the ‘ tenderfeet” of the party 
gave up the attempt to sleep, abandoned the 
snorers and the tent, and having fed the camp- 
fire with dead boughs from an inexhaustible 
supply in the neighboring groves, lay, some 
with their fect to the blaze, and dozed warmly 
in the open air until daylight. The wash- 
basins and pitchers which had been left at the 
bench where everybody performed their ab- 
Jutions under the trees were feund at sunrise 
to be covered with ice more than a quarter of 
an inch in thickness. The camp was at an 
elevation of 7,500 feet above the level of the 
gea, Noone had been oppressed by the rari- 
tied atmosphere, but several had been an- 
noyed by repeated bleedings of the nose. The 
breakfast, simple and appetizing, was do- 
‘youred with a hearty relish, and soon after it 
was finished the teams were brought up, the 
saddled, and the party started for the 

Eibbon Cafien and the Upper Geyser Basin.

The.drivers 
gtop at several geysers with names, such as the 
Minute Man, the Monarch, and others, which 
are sald to be active at regular periods, but 
which did not favor the visitors at this time, 
and which the driver was inclined to dispar- 
age as not to be relied on and as of no account 
as compared with those of the gl basin, to 
which the party was Gein. he steaming, 
spou springs were ributed at frequent 
interv: over an area fully a wile square, on 
hiland in valleys, and everywhere tne ground 
was covered with white and tawny crusts of 
deposits, under which could be heard strange 
rumblings, end upon which one’s {footfal] 
caused ar sound that suggested horri- 
ble caverns into which one might be plunged 
by an incautious step, to be horribly stewed 
to death. Driving through puffs and clouds 
of steam and across trickling streams that ran 
through the sand to show where the Monarch 
had the night before been throwing up its col- 
umn of hot water, the road led beyond the 
geysers into broad grassy prairies, thickly 
dotted with blue and yellow flowers. The 
prairies crossed there was a hill to 
climb, and them another to descend, 
where the road was about as bad 
as bad could be, The descent was steep and 
the way rocky, the ruts at one side three or four 
feet higher than on the other. The drivers 
applied their brakes and cursed the road- 
builders, and the passengers hastened to get 
out, preferring to walk rather than run the 
imminent risk of an upset upon the rocky bhill- 
side. Thesun was very hot now, and it was 
difficult to realize, riding along with all super- 
fluous clothing cast aside, that a few hours 
before it had been freezing cold and thata 
roaring camp-fire was comfortable. 


When the Government sees fit to make suffi- 
cient appropriations to improve the road 
through Gibbon Ca/fion, and will see that the 
money is properly applied, it will be regarded 
as one of the most delightful parts of the Na- 
tional Park to visit. The entrance to the 
cafion is charming, and the trail, hard as it is 
to travel on horse or in wagon, runs _pic- 
turesquely close to the rapid Gibbon River 
and crosses and recrosses it by fords, with su- 
perb views the whole distance. Fearful jolts 
over unavoidable boulders strain horses and 
wagons, and one plunge and crash that throws 
all seats forward and brings everything u 
standing when it is over compels the pakeort. 
edgment from the English Journalist that the 
wheels which will stand such usage are a jolly 
good testimonial to American wheelwrights 
and their work.’ A beautiful boiling spring, 
whose waters are of a peculiar brilliant blue, 
is passed about ha way down the cafion, and 
then the road crosses the stream to the lower 
side by a ford so deep as to immerse 
the hubs of the wheels, the bottom being 
covered with huge boulders of red sandstone, 
so far apart as to let the vehicles drop sudden- 
ly and frequently, with splashes and plunges 
that alarm all the passengers, The road now 
led through a forest, like all the forests in 
the park, in being filled with dead trees, the 
evidences of desolating fires, alid the roadway 
was badly obstructed by many stumps which 
ought to be removed. A pleasant natural 
bower of pine and cedar boughs shut out the 
bright sunlight while the teams toiled up the 
steep road to the Gibbon Cafion Falls; and 
then those who dared venture to slide down 
the side of the cafion, a distance of about 200 
feet, over a slope destitute of grass and cov- 
ered with stones that went bounding down 
between the trees with fearful veleci y 
when started by the feet, obtained a fine 
view, well worth the hazardous tri 
down and the more difficult climb bac 
to the top. The Gibbon River, com- 
ing through a gorge between lofty wooded 
hills, is vets ped crowded into a narrow 
passage, walled by huge solid beulders of dark, 
moss-covered rocks. The water rushes over a 
projecting ledge in a divided stream, one-half 
of which goes down in a cloud of foam, while 
the other is spread over the fantastically piled 
up boulders in delieate, lace-likestreams. The 
distance frem the top of the fall to the basin 
below seems to be not far from a hundred feet, 
but the cliffs below rise bold and rugged and 
almost perpendicular to three times that 
height. The best climbers of the party, in- 
cluding the English lady and gentleman who 
are active members of the Alpine Ulub and 
the little lady from Mandan, are winded by 
the hand-and-knee scramble to the road, and 
itis voteda blessing that there are no more 
such chasms near at hand to be explored. Great 
horse-flies lit upon the flanks ana necks of 
the horses as they trotted through the forest 
road leading up to the top of the next 
ridge, and when they flew away they left 
huge clots of blood that trickled down in red 
streams. These pests annoy the horses terribly 
during the heat of the day, but are benumbed 
by the eold of morning and evening. The elk 
and antelope, which are now seldom seen 
along the beaten and frequently traveled 
trails, escape them by going up inte the moun- 
tains where the air is cool and the breezes 
sweep the insects away. Out of the Gibbon 
River Valley, and descending into the valley 
of the Firehole Creek, a splendid view was had 
to the south and west. The land sloped grad- 
ually, the road leading through wood and 
meadow, and miles away it rose again, 
bathed in a thin haze, through which were 
seen the Twin Buttes, blue and cool, and be- 
yond them, stretching peak upon peak, gray 
and serene, were the cones and pyramidal tops 
of the Rocky Mountain Divide. Lower down 
the slope one could look about and fancy him- 
self at the bottom of a bowl, the Yellowstone 
ridge sweeping grandly to the north and west 
to meet the mountains of the Continental Di- 
vide as they stretcbed irregularly in a semi- 
circle from west to east. After a drive of: 
more than 15 miles over excessively bad roads 
the drivers insisted at noon on stopping to rest 
and feed their horses at Marshall's, a two-story 
timber-shack, with mud-stopped chinks, and 
the tourists were glad of the opportunity to 
eat the indifferent lunch which the proprietor 
furnisbed. Marshall is objectionable to the 
Yellowstone Park Improvement Company, 
and there is no doubt they will endeavor to 
drive him from the park. He has kept his 
house at the forks of the Firehole for four 

ears, and bas sheltered and fed many tourists 
n a rude way, but the lessees, who have 
undertaken to build hotels and maintain 
camps at different points, under the lease from 
the Secretary of the Interior, claim an exclu- 
sive privilege. Marshali’s charges are high, 
and it is asserted that they havesometimes been 
exorbitant, and there is a notice posted in his 
rude reception-room informing bim that trans- 
portation in the park is only to be undertaken 
at rates to be approved by the Interior De- 
partment. Not fancying the prospect or being 
compelled to break up after he has been settled 
bere so long, Marsha!l will apply to the de- 
partment for permission to continue. The 
Yellowstone Improvement Com>any have no 
camp nearer than that at the Upper Geyser 
Basin, 10 miles away. 

After the halt and lunch at Marshall’s there 
were some changes in the disposition of the 
travelers, and your correspondent, wearied 
with the tossing, jolting, and bumping inci- 
dental to wagon transportation, to say noth- 
ing of the frequenty dusty walks up steep 
hills, tock to the saddle, and thenceforth con- 
fided in the strength, speed, and amiability of 
a bucking cayuse. The change was delight- 
ful. Nothing in the way of exercise could 
be more exhilarating than a canter on 
one of these little, cranky ponies, which 
will gallop for bours if they have com- 
pany and a good leader, and it was not 
long before two of us who traveled together 
had explored the Lower Geyser Basin. A 
large spring, that bubbles feebly, throwing up 
a thick white and pink mud, is the greatest cu- 
riosity in this basin, which appears-to have 
been full of turbulent springs in times past. 
The white and pink colors are thrown up sep- 
arately, and the dividing line between them 
is maintained very distinctly. There was lit- 
tle to enjoy beside the rapid movement for- 
ward and the fine views in the distance, until 
a stop was made close to the side of the Fire- 
hole Creek, under great clouds of steam that 
were wafted out of an unseen basin in the bigh- 
er western bank. Crossing a frail bridge and 
clambering the damp alkaline path that led to 
the top, we soon came to the wonderful Excel- 
sior Geyser, in the midst of what is commonly 
called ** Hell’s Halt-Acre.’? Approaching cau- 
tiously the brink of the Excelsior pool and 
standing on its ragged edge, we could see, 15 
or 20 feet bolow, an uncanny yet fascinating 
sight. There was a large basin or crater, with 
overhanging sides, occupying an irregular 
space 200 feet one way and perhaps 300 the 
other. When the sunlight touched it the water 
was vale blue, and when it was in shadaw it 


darkened into. amethyst and ultramarine and 
emerald green. IE the 


pon 
bed, except above the man 
boiled and seethed with ardent heat, supplied 
by invisible furnaces. It was impossible to 
face the scalding steam as it blew out of the 
chasm, where the overflow ran down into the 
Firehole break in a ceaseless, broad, heavy 
stream, Turning to the Bridal Pool, just be- 
hind the great Excelsior Geyser, it was 
found to be quite as wonderful as its 
larger neighbor, and even more surprising 
in the variety of coloring presented in its 
water, which boiled less violently, and m 
which the tints varied from turquoise to deep 
blue and emerald, orange, gray, pink, and 
deep red. While standing at the edge of this 
spring two vehicles drove up, accompanied 
by outridimg cavalrymen, ‘The first was an 
army ambulance, and out of this stepped the 
President of the United States, Senator Vest, 
Secretary of War Lincoln, Surrogate Rollins, 
and Jack Baronette, a guide, The second car- 
riage or ambulance set down Gen. Sheridan, 
Col. Mike Sheridan, Gen. Anson Btager, 
Gov. Crosby, of Montana, and one or two 
others. The President wore a pongee cap and 
short jacket of the same material, and riding 
trousers buttoned closely around the ankle 
over stout boots. He was looking remarkably 
well, his face being deeply bronzed by expos- 
ure. He was in excellent spirits, greeted your 
correspondent cordially, and having Jaughed 
at the recital of some of the romances con- 
cerning himself and his trip that had been 
fabricated by a correspondent writing toa 
Chicago per from the Mammoth Hot 
Springs, he turned to admire the pbeantifnl 
epring he had ridden from his camp at the 

pper Geyser to see, and having filled 2 rub- 
ber cup with the hot liquid and drank of it, he 
refilled the 4 and presented it to your cor- 
respondent with a commendation of its purity 
and its excellent hygenic properties. Senator 
Vest, almost as ill-dressed as a lumberman, 
was more emphatic than polite in his denun- 
ciation of the paper that was publishing in 
Chicago an account of the President’s trip that 
was simply a revamping of thereport ot Gen. 
Sheridan’s trip of 1852, Secretary Bob Lincoln, 
inafanecy flanno! shirt, rough trousers and 
boots, and visorless cap, and Gov. Crosby, 
wearing a broad-brimmed white hat, twined 
with a twisted searf of pink silk, were the 
picturesque members of the party. Surrogate 
Rollins was conspicuous in a large cork hel- 
met, covered with white canvas, his stout 
blue suit and high riding boots showing the 
raarks of hard travel. Gen. Sheridan, burned 
te the color of a boiled lobster, was dressed in 
a fatigue uniform, and wore acap without a 
visor and with a gold cord. The mode of con- 
vevanee was remarked by the President, who 
said that it was the first time he had ridden 
otherwise than on horseback since the party 
abandoned their wagons on the way up from 
Wind River, since which time he had traveled 
850 miles on horseback. 

As if scenting the rest and pasture of the 
camp, tha sinewy cayuse of your correspond- 
ent cantered with springing steps the remain- 
der of the distance tothe Upper Geyser Basin. 
Halts were made to look at the beautiful Pearl 
of Wyoming Spring, Saw Mill Geyser, with 
its strange whirling jet of steam and hot 
water, and the Rocket, a geyser by the bank 
of the Firehole Creek that threw into the 
stream from its crater just on the 
brink a_ strong, pulsating column of 
water and steam, forced out with a 
pumping sound that resembled closely 
the noise made by a steam fire-engine in full 
operation, With many impatient whinnies 
the ponies then dashed by the Grotto, the Cas- 
tle, and other great and small geysers, and 
presently cantered through a herd of picketed

n. Sheridan, with its seven tents pitched in 
& row upon a ridge overlooking the entiro 
geyser basin, and with the Yellowstone Park 
ve pint prone Company’s little village of large 
and small tents a stone’s throw away in front.

PERILS OF THE SEA. 


ADDITIONAL REPORTS OF VESSELS WRECKED 
IN THE RECENT GALES. 

St. Joun, Newfoundland, Sept, 12.—Reports 
of additional disasters in the recent storms have 
been received from Placentia. Capt. Steven's ves- 
sel, with five men, was swamped near Point Lanco 
Reefs, Morelli’s schooner, of Meirasheen, was 
wrecked near Cape St. Mary's, and all hands per- 
ished. Dunphy’s craft, of Red Island, sank, with 
its living treight, near Buli and Cow Rocks, off 
Cape St. Mary’s. Two wrecked vessels were re- 
cently passed, one on her beam ends, and the other 
bottom up. There are no tidings of the crew of 
either vessel. 

The brigantine Natalie, which bas just arrived 
here, reports a fishing veagel wrecked five miles 


west of St. Shotts. Her stern is out of the water, 
head submerged, and spars and canvas over the 
side attached to the rigging. Her boats, stove to 
ploces, were seen half a mile distant. Capt. Fan- 
ning believes the crew were lost. 

The steamer Caspian reports a wreck on Mizen 
Bank, including the spars and sails of a Jarge craft, 


Ha iFrax, Nova Scotia, Sept. 12.—Reports 
still continue to come in giving details of the 
ravages by the storm on Aug. 29. The schooner 
Deita left Cow Bay, Cape Breton, on Aug. 28 for 
Yarmoutb with a cargo of coal and has not sinee 
been heard trom. The friends of her crew 
have given up all hope of their safety. 
The crew consisted of Capt. FE. Roach, 
Thomas Adams, mate; Smith Striekland, R. N. 
Lyngiey. James Daly, and 0. S. Prisen. The last 
three were foreigners, and the others belonged to 
Yarmoutn. 

Tbe schooner Edith R. left Caledonia, Cape 
Breton, on Aug. 27 with coal for Yarmouth, and 
she is also poser. lost. 

The sohooner Florence B. Parr arrived at Yar- 
mouth on Monday from the Grand Banks. She 
lost her dories, fiying-jib, maintopmast, and main 
boom. One of her crew, named Donette, was 
washed overboard twice. but was washed back 
again each time. 

The schoonor Brenton, at Yarmouth, from the 
Grand Banks, reports having passed a cabin, pieces 
of astate-room, and other wreckage, about 60 
miles west of Sable Island, on Aug. 31. 

The schooner Summerville left Cow Bay on Aug, 
28 for Halifax, with coal, and has not since been 
heard from. 

Two schooners, one owned by John Maguire, of 
Steep Creek, Canso, and the other by Mr. Crisps, 
of Harbor Bouche, were out in the gale, and have 
not since been heard from. ‘They are given up by 
their owners. Each had a crew of seven men, 
most of whom were married and leave families. 


PARRSBOROUGH, Nova Scotia, Sept. 12.—The 
schooner F. Melville, of this port. reports that 
there is a wrecked ship of about 1,200 tons burden 
on a bar east of Sable Island, ana that she stands 
with her spars and bowsprit intact. Also that it 
could not be distinguished whether the wreck was 
a recent or an old one.

PENSION OFFICE WORK

THE CAUSES OF DELAY IN THE 
SETTLEMENT OF CLAIMS. 
PLACING THE RESPONSIBILITY OF TARDINESS 
WHERE IT BELONGS—WHAT HAS BEEN 
ACCOMPLISHED. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 12.—There has been pre- 
pared at the Pension Office a atatement showing 
the condition of the work on original claims for 
pensions from actual count of the files made be- 
tween July land 15, 1883. This statement gives 
the causes of delay in the settlement of these 
olaims, and by setting forth what portion of the 
total number of claims as in each of the different 
stages of settlement shows the present condition 
ofallofthem. By original claims are meant the 


first claims for pensions, applications for increases 
of pensions not being included. 
In the appended table, which summarizes the 
causes of deleys, delay of claimant, relates to 
oases in which, after the filing of claims, the ap- 
licants have failed to produce the evidence called 
or by the office. Where this evidence has 
been furnished the cases go to the Adjutunt- 
General's office, which furnishes proofs of enlist- 
ment and service of soldiers who make application 
for pensions. or on account of whose death in the 
service applications for pensions have been made. 
Where this proof has not been furnished to the 
office the delay in settlement is charged to the Ad- 
jotent Senare ‘s offce. In like manner, delays in 
urnishing evidence of wounds or disabilities 
claimed as having boen ineurred in the service are 
oharged to the Surgeon-General’s office. Where 
the settlement of cases has been delayed because 
of the failure of persons—officers or comrades— 
who are represented by the applicant as naving 
knowledge of the wounding or incurring of disa- 
bilities, it Is ascribed to the delay of the aftiants to 
answer office letters. Under the head of ** Delays 
in the Pension Office” are set down all cases which 
are held back for inquiry cases, which have passed 
through all stages but the final action of the Board 
S Bare, and cases which have reegently been re- 
eelyod.

Of the 20,523 claims reported as delayed ‘in the 
Pension Office, 14,392 are in the hands of special 
examinors for investigation at the homes of the 
claimants and for cross-examination of materia! 
witnesses, and 971 are before the Board of Review 
for final action, being considered complete. This 
leaves in eourse of oxamination in the Ponsion 
Office only 8,160 claims, and these largely consist 
of claims recently filed, the ayerage of naw claims 
filed per month being at this time about 4,000. 

Commissioner Dudley thinks that this showing 
demonstrates that the Pension Office is practically 
up with the eurrent work, and that further delay 
in the settlement of pension elaima will be charge- 
able to the lashes of claimants in producing, or 
their inability to produce, the evidence required 
of them. and not to the Pension Office. 

On July 1, 1882, whieh was tho close of Commis- 
sioner Dudley’s first year in the office, there were 
on file and not adjudicatea 2¥0,966 cases. During 
the year there have been filed about 50,000 new 
cases, andthe difference between the aggregate 
of those on file on Juiy 1 and those sinee filed, 
(about 840,000,) and the 244,505 cases now pending. 
(about 96,000,) represents the completed work of 
the office during the year ending June 30, 1583.

THE BANKERS’ CONVENTION. 


SUBJECTS TO BE DISCUSSED AT THE AP- 
PROACHING MEETING. 

The annual convention of the American 
Bankers’ Association will be held in Louisville, Ky., 
Oct. 10and 11. This will be the first convention of 
the assoejation held south of Mason and Dixon’s 
line. “Dr. George Marsland, the Reeording Secre- 
tary, said yesterday that the attendanee was ox- 
pected to belarge. In the first place the finances 
of the country were in a pecuiiarly deii- 
eate condition, sotwithstanding the gen- 
eral prosperity of industry and commerce, 
especially in the South and West. Tho silver 
coinage, the bank currency question, and many 
other matters affecting financial stability and in- 
dustrial growth were awakening great interest 


and would havea prominent place in the discus- 
sions of the convention. Then, again, the prog- 
ress of the South, the improvement and growth 
of its industrial, railroad, and commercial in- 
terests, the increase in the value of its 
farms and their products, the development 
ot the iron and cotton manufactures, the 
attraction of capital to luerative investment 
offering in most sections of the country would all 
be discussed by bankers residing there and well 
acquainted with the situation. Among the ques- 
tions to be discussed in the reportsto be presented 
would be the savings banks, credit reports, and the 
uniform regulation of commercial paper. The 
other topics included the present and prospec- 
tive increase of industri wealth, the less 
remunerative results of bank  cireulation, 
the rapid growth of banks, the causes of 
the decline in the rate of interest, the 
comparative advantages of private, State, and na- 
tional banking, the absorption of American securi- 
ties abroad, the monetary perturbations due to 
the conversion of floating into fixed eapital, the 
crop movement. and the foreign exchanges, the 
proportion of the Treasury balance of gold and 
silver, the practical effeets of usury penalties, the 
causes and prevention of financial panics, the 
principles of sound bankruptcy legislation. 
the improvements, economies, and safeguards 
of practical panking, the guarantees against 
aefalcation and breach of trust, the banking rela- 
tions of the through trade between the West and 
Europe, the proposed changes in the international 
bills of lading, the improvements in the Clearing- 
house system here and abroad, the necessity of 
ample oash reserves, the cause of the rapid growth 
of the banking system before and since the war, 
the prospects and growth of bankinginthe West, 
and the more important features of the monetary 
situation here and in Enrope. Dr. Marsiand said 
the association had another object beside the hold- 
ing of conventions. A correspondence with and 
between banks was conducted throuzh the head- 
quarters of the association in this City the year 
round. Forgertesand other frauds were prevented 
and much Information diffused. By the watchful- 
ness of the association bad financial legislation had 
been prevented. Whenever a financial measure 
was brought forward in Congress or any of the 
State Legislatures it received immediate attention 
from the assoclation, which pointed out its good or 
bad qualities to those who were to vote on it. No 
lobby influence was used, but only the power of 
knowledge.

Ue said that the elimate of the United 
States presents peculiar advantages for the growt 
of many foreign medical plants, and that Dr. 
Loring, Commissioner of Agriculture, favored the 
proposition. The resolution was referred to the 
councl!. Prof. A. B. Prescott, of Anu Arbor, read 
a@ paper on the question, “ Will Iodide of Potas- 
sium, of Foreign and Home Manufacture, Answer 
the Tests of the Pharmacopeia?

solute indifference of the State anthorities shows 
almost a lack of humanity, when itis considered 
that the residents of the reservation are in no way 
eonnected with the navy. but should be the espe- 
cial care of the State. If, he says, the State an- 
thorities were unwilling or unable to prevent the 
people starving, they could at least help them by 
making an appeal to the public for assistance. He 
says, furthermore, that the recently published 
statements refleeting upon the Navy Department 
in conneetion with this matter are unjust. The 
department called the attention of the State offi- 
cials to the condition of affairs, and, when no ac- 
tion was taken by them, authorized the distribu- 
tion of rations from the Government supplies.

HOG-RAISING IN THIS COUNTRY, 


HOW AMERICAN TRADE HAS BEEN INJURED 
IN EUROPE. 


The Chamber of Commerce met yesterday 
to select one member of a commission to be ap- 
pointed by the President of the United States to 
make “a searching examination on the spot of all 
the conditidns of hog-raising and packing industries 
of this country, and to follow by the most practical 
examinations the course of this food staple from 
the fields and farms to the wharf where it is 
shipped or tothesbop where it is exposed for 
domestic consumption.” A letter from Secretary 
of State; Frelinghuysen to the President of the 


Chamber was read, ealling attentior to the fact 
that on several ions during the last few years 
the importation of hog produets from the United 
States had been restricted and even entirely pro- 
hibited by the legislation of several foreign States. 
The grounds of this action were understood to be 
the alleged prevalence of disease—hog cholera, 
trichinosis, &c.—among the swino of this country. 
The letter continued as follows: 


“ The consequent legislation, however, has not in 
most cases expressed the motive of the restrictions 
imposed. Tue prohibitory d6écrees of A ° 
gary, and , for instance, unqualifedly forbid 
the importation into these countries of the pork prod- 
wets Sof the United States. * * * After exhaustive 
and impartial investigation of the subject, the con- 
viction was ea by this Government that the 
premises upon which the adverse legisiation abroad 

‘were and are unfounded. ‘and that the exported 
hog products of the United States are in nowise the 
source of danger to life ahd health which they are 
a tobe. The conviction reached by this Gov- 
ernment has not, however, been shared by the foreign 
Governments to whose attention it was 0) ent and

Havemoyer & Elder, the sugar refiners, proprietors 
of a beone-burning establishment; the American 
Carbon Com , and the Copper Glue Company, 
The Health Boards of Kings and Queens Courtties 
had ordered the places to be closed yatil the neecs- 
sary scientific improvements shou!d be made, and 
they were apparently o 4 for nearly two weeks, 
ana it was supposed that improvements were be- 
ing made as directed. The facteries, however, 
instead of being ciosed were kept working at night 
end were closed during the day. Detective Mo- 
Donald started on Monday night on a tour of in- 
spection. Leaving the Queens County siae of oy 
town Creek in a rowboat, he pulled across to the 
Kings Couaty shore, He returned again at 2 
o'elock with the evidence which led to the indict- 
ments found. scarcely had the detective put foot 
on the shore on which Hilderbrandt’s factory is 
built than he was attacked by a large dog.

discolered by the refuse and blood.

The Signai Service Bureau report indicates 
for to-day, in this region, light rains, fol- 
lowed by partly cloudy, slightly warmer weather 
end variable winds. 


Mr. Joux Roaca’s statements before the 
Senate Sub-committee on Education and 
Labor are of a peculiarly mixed, not to 
pay conflicting, character. In “‘testifying’”’ 
pome days ago he showed how successful 
he had been in building ships in this coun- 
try and how well off his workmen were, and 
yet he makes a persistent demand for Gov- 
ernment aid to help him build ships and to 
promote the welfare of his workmen. , He 
guys that ship-building material is just as 
cheap in thiscountry as in England, and that 
labor is paid more because it is ‘‘ better edu- 
pated and more intelligent;’’ that is, because 
itis ‘worth more. He deplores the fact that 
we purchase so much of foreign manufac 
tares, and yet his principal plea is for an 
increase of our foreign trade.: Surely he 
floes not expect us to import products of the 
poil, or foreign nations to buy from us with- 
out selling to us. Notwithstanding the fact 
thet Mr. Roacz pays over a million and a 
balf doliars a year in wages, he does not 
seem to understand the principle which con- 
trols their rate. The peculiar vice of his 
reasoning is that he assumes that it is the 
business of the Government to interpose its 
power for the regulation of industry, in- 
ead of leaving it to enterprise, capital, and 
ur superior order of labor. 


The Aqueduct Commission is giving care- 
fui attention to the details of the great prob- 
lem with which it has to deal, and there isa 

that the work will not be begun 
without as full an understanding of all the 
plements involved as skill and foresight can 
furnish. . The meeting yesterday was de- 
voted mainly to sanitary considerations, 
and Chief Engineer Cuvurcn presented 
plans for the regulation of the entrance 
pf water into the aqueduct which would ap- 
parently insure a healthful circulation of 
the contents of the great reservoir and fore- 
stall the danger of malaria or other unwhole- 
some effects from either a stagnation of 
water or the laying bare of large areas when 
the supply is heavily drawn upon. It will 
evidently take some time to get ready for 
the building of'the aqueduct, but itis of the 
first importance that it shall start right and 
with a full view of all its consequences. 


The report of the Commissioners of Ac- 
counts on the coupon frauds in the Control- 
ler’s office is likely to be submitted to the 
Mayor very ‘soon, and some of their conclu- 
gions have already been made public. They 
make the total amount of the loss $174,460, 
of which only about $5,000 occurred prior 
to 1879, though they say the frauds began 
as long ago as 1875. It is intimated that 
evidence has been found which will impli- 
cate others besides the deceased clerk Car- 
ROLL, and that judicial inquiry will be set 
on foot which will clear up the entire mys- 
tery. This ought certainly to be possible. 
With the very incomplete information hith- 
erto vouchsafed, it has seemed almost im- 
possible that. the knowledge of what was 
going on should be so long confined toa 
single person, and that a person who is be- 
yond the reach of retribution.

REPUBLIOAN REORGANIZATION. 


The history of the efforts to reorganize 
the Republican Party in the City of New- 
York has become somewhat complicated. 
Very few Republican voters, we presume, 
have followed the action of the Cen- 
tral ‘ Committee and of the district 
associations with. such attention as 
to be able to say just what has 
been done. The machine managers know, 
for it is their work. Mr. Isaac Dayton 
knows, for he has been a keen critic of the 
proposed plan. , A correspondent, whose let- 
ter appears in another column, however, 
seems to us to have erred in: one 
particular, though we , agree . with ° his 
conclusion that it is the present policy of 
the district association bosses to play the 
magnanimous in respect to unessentials 
while retaining their grip on the organi- 
zation until they shall have squeezed it dry. 

Our correspondent says that the consti- 
tutional amendment recently adopted by 
more than two-thirds of the district associa- 
tions dies with the coming primaries. This 
is true. It does not follow, however, that 
** the scheme is a device to forestall and pre- 

vent action on the part of the State Conven- 
tion, directing a permanent reorganization. ”’ 
The truth is that reorganization is already 
provided for, but it will not come until after 
the November election. 

When the report of the Committee of 
Eighteen was published, on May 22, it was 
given out that the re-enrollment of Repub- 
lican voters would take place in Sep- 
tember. This was , afterward © changed 
to November—‘‘the three Tuesdays next 
succeeding the general election of 1883.”’ 
But objection was made that this was ‘“‘re- 
form next year.”’ - So long as the plan had 
no reference to the primaries to be held this 
year it was scouted as a transparent sham. 
The Executive Committee of the Central 
Committee thereupon prepared a sixth sec- 
tion, which, at a meeting held on June 19, 
was added to the report of the Committee 
of Eighteen. This section is as follows: 

“Src. 6 At the primary elections for dele- 
gates to conventions to be held previous to the 
first enrollment provided for in this report, all Re- 
publicans possessing the qualifications hereinbe- 
fore required for enrollment shall be permitted to 
vote, whether borne upon the rolls of the existing 
associations or not. The President of the Central 
Committee shall appoint 27 Supervisors of Elec- 
tion, one to be assigned to each Assembly district 
or part of district, who shall have like powers with 
the Inspectors of Election, and whose signature 
shall be necessary to the regularity of any certifi- 
cate of delegates elected.” 

But reform and reorganization still halted. 
It was found that the plan of the harmoniz- 
ing eighteen and the primary election law 
of the State were in conflict. Chapter 154 
of the Lawsof 1882 declares that any person 
offering his vote at a primary ‘‘shall swear 
to the necessary qualifications of a voter as 
prescribed by the regulations of the as- 
sociation holding the primary or con- 
vention.”? ° The ~ ‘‘necessary “ qualifica- 
tion’. here prescribed is membership 
of one of the district associations. The 
pathway around this obstacle was smoothed 
by the following amendment to the constitu- 
tions of the district associations, 21 of the 24 
—more than the necessary two-thirds—hay- 
ing adopted it: 

“At the primary elections for delegates to con- 
ventions to be held previous to the ensuing State 
election all Republicans who voted at the last 
Presidential election the Republican Electoral 

ticket shall be permitted to vote, whether borne 
upon the rolls of the existing associations or not, 
and any and all sections in conflict with the fore- 


going are hereby repealea.” 
It is evident that our correspondent is 


right when he says that this amendment 
dies with the primaries to be held this week.

second is real, also, we fear, 


or prevent action on the part of the 
State Convention looking to permanent 
reorganization. The State Convention has 
nothing to de with it. All that is provided 
for ix the plan of the Committee of Eighteen. 
Five enrolling officers, appointed by that 
committee in each Assembly district, 
will open places for registration in the 
various districts on the three Tues- 
days following the * November _ elec- 
tion, Any Republican who will verify 
his Republicanism by oath or affirmation 
and state his intention to act with the party 
during the year may be enrolled. The roll 
will be open to inspection and challenge for 
six days. When corrected it shall stand as 
the official list of Republicans entitled to 
vote at primaries in 1884. Thereafter the 
Republican district associations are to 
“cease to be depositaries of political 
power,’’ and the whole body of enrolled 
Republicans shall take their places. But the 
report recommends ‘‘ that the associations 
continue in existence as Republican clubs.’’ 
After the enrollment is completed the Re- 
publicans of each district will be summoned 
to meet and elect members of a general com. 
mittee to be known as ‘‘ the Republican 
County Committee,’ which, on the ist of 
January, 1884, will take the place of the 
present Republican Central Committee. 


Se much for the history of ‘‘ permanent 
reorganization.”” ‘The control and results 
of the primaries to be held on Friday might 
are quite a separate matter. Those primaries 
will be in the hands of the district bosses. 
Two dangers have been pointed out by those 
who would like to overthrow the bosses and 
make the party its own master. One 1s that 
the attendance of Republicans who are op- 
posed to the machine will be so slim as to 
offer no effective opposition to the schemes 
of the managing politicians. The second is 
that, as Inspectors who are creatures of the 
machine will count the votes, no delegates 
will be declared chosen unless they are 
friendly to the machine. 


The first danger is real, and its existence 
is a disgrace to the thousands of Republicans 
of New-York who by sheer inaction have 
been accomplices in the corruption of the 
party and of the local Government, The 
A very 
respectable body of men was named by the 
President of the Central Committee, in ac- 
cordance with the terms of the sixth sec- 
tion, (as quoted above,) to act as aux- 
iliary ‘‘Supervisors of Election,’ hav- 
ing “like powers ‘ with the Inspect- 
ors of Election.”” Of . these 27 gen- 
tlemen, among whom are Prof. Dwienrt, 
Levi M. Bares, Wrutram Down, ANson 
G. McCoor, James R. Marvin, CHAUNCEY 
M. Derew, and others. equally well 
known, one is to act in each Assembly 
district or part of district.‘ But will they 
act? And if they do act, what can they 
do? They may withhold their signatures 
from the certificates of delegates and thus 
make the certificates ‘‘irregular,’’ but to do 
this conscientiously it will be necessary for 
them to, have positive ' knowledge of 
attempted " fraud, . and ¢ with * all > due 
respect for these excellent gentlemen we 
are afraid that their acquaintance with the 
Republican voters in the districts to which 
they may be assigned is not sufficiently wide 
to give them the requisite qualifications for 
the positions they are to hold.» The only fair 
plan is an equal division of the Inspectors 
between the machine and its opponents. 
The futility of the pretended safeguard cre- 
ated by the appomtment of the auxiliary 
Inspectors will probably be’ apparent next 
Saturday * morning when it is discovered 
that the old familiar lists of machine dele- 
gates have been ground out. 


. It may be considered as settled that, as 
our correspondent suggests, the machine’s 
grip on the. organization is not. to 
be loosened until it is ready to take 
hold of something else.» The two things 
which the district bosses keep steadily 
in view are the National Convention in 1884 
and the vacancy in the United States Senate 
which will be created by the expiration of 
Senator LapHam’s term in 1885. To carry 
out their designs and the designs of their 
masters in respect to the National Convention 
and the Senatorship the district managers 
must control the Republican State Committee 
next year.. To secure the control of that 
committee is now their main purpose. They 
are willing to give up everything for that. 
And we shall be very much surprised if they 
do not get it. 


A REFORM BOGY. 

There seems to be a very_ unnecessary 
amount of distress in the minds of the Gov- 
ernment officials, and others, in Washing- 
ton, as to the use of competitive examina- 
tions as one of the means of selecting candi- 
dates for promotion. ‘ If we may judge of 
their views from what is reported in the 
Washington dispatches, some of the gentle- 
men connected with the Civil Service Com- 
mission are seriously agitated in regard to 
this matter. They appear to have con- 
ceived a fear that there is adeep-seated con- 
spiracy somewhere to make promotions de- 
pend solely on the reguits of competition, 
and their hearts are filled with dread, on the 
one hand, lest in this way the reform should 
be discredited, and, on the other, lest such 
an arrangement should in some mysterious 
manner enable appointing officers to indulge 
in favoritism. 

We can see no occasion for anxiety or 
doubt in this matter. The law is to 
some degree ambiguous, but it unques- 
tionably gives the commission, with the 
approval of the President, the power to 
provide for competition as one of the con- 
ditions of promotion. « The commission 
should make such provision and, we have 
no doubt, will make it. That competition 
should be the sole condition is not required 
by the law or by common sense, aad we 
know of no one who has given any serious 
attention to the subject who proposes that 
it should be the sole condition. - Previous 
experience and proof of capacity should be 
given weight, and some practical method 
should be devised for obtaining a satisfac- 
tory record of these on the part of those 
eligible to promotion. - Then there should 
be a competitive examination to test their 
relative excellence in such qualities as 
the examination, properly arranged, can 
bring out. The number of candi- 
dates from whom the promotion may 
be made should be larger than in 
the case of comnctitiom for s«ntrance 


ar 


to the service, in order that the appointin 
officer may avail himself of his knowledge 
of those qualities which the examination 
does not show. Finally, there should be a 
probation, during which the specific fitness 
of the appointee may be ascertained in actual 
practice. All this is as simple and as easy 
to arrange as any question connected with 
the service can be, and we have entire con- 
fidence that the commission will deal prop- 
erly with it. Meanwhile, the friends of the 
reform will do well to remember that there 
is a great deal more danger in dispensing al- 
together with competitive examinations than 
in adhering too closely to them. 


THE LONG ISLAND ACCIDENT, 


The officers of the Long Island Railroad 
Company appear to be especially anxious 
that the entire blame for the accident at 
Hunter’s Point shall be cast upon the en- 
gineer of the Manhattan Beach train. In 
this as in other cases they are eager to settle 
promptly with the victims and avoid litiga- 
tion and to shield the management of the 
road from criticism. But it is impossible to 
confine public attention to a part of the 
facts. That the engineer was criminally 
careless seems at present to be beyond ques- 
tion. He knew that the air brakes were out 
of order, he knew the need of caution in 
approaching the junction of tracks near the 
station, and yet he ran his engine at full 
speed, in the face of danger signals visible 
half a mile away, directly into collision 
with a train which he had every reason for 
expecting to encounter at that very spot. 
He was reckless where he should have been 
especially careful. 


But recklessness was not exhibited by the 
engineer alone, It is by no means certain 
that there was any excuse for the air brakes 
being out of order. If the story told by one 
of the passengers is true, the defect was due 
to a very clumsy coupling of the parlor car 
with the rest of the train, which made a 
proper connection of the pipes impossible. 
According to his statement, one of the pipes 
was not connected at all, and the other 
was clumsily spliced by tying in a piece 
with bits of cord..If this was the case 
the person who was responsible for coupling 
the cars in this fashion was to blame for the 
primary cause of the accident. It would 
have been a wonder if the brakes had worked 
properly. ‘ When the conductor’s attention 
was called to the defect he gave no heed to 
it. Perhaps he could not helpit, but some- 
body was responsible for having the cars 
hitched together in this careless manner. «° 

Furthermore, Engineer Guenn declared 
that when he found that the air brakes would 
not work he whistled for the hand-brakes to 
be applied. Everybody familiar with the 
Manhattan Beach trains knows how unlikely 
it is that the brakemen would ever bring a 
train to a stop promptly. - They apparently 
never think of the brakes, and there are not 
enough of them on the trains to work 
them in an emergency. « For ‘this the 
company < is to . blame. . Its « officers 
know the“ liability of the air brakes 
to fail and ; the , consequent necessity 
of having a force on duty sufficient to make 
full use of the hand brakes in case of need. 
No such force is employed, and passengers 
are constantly left to the chances of just 
such an accident as occurred Tuesday even- 
ing. Engineer GLENN has blame enough to 
bear, but he is not responsible for the care- 
lessness and disregard of human life and 
safety with which the Long Island Railroad 
is habitually run. 


THE AMERICAN HOG. 


‘ ‘The vindication of the American pig and 
the American cow from the assaults of their 
enemies is asubject of deep interest to thou- 
sands of farmers, graziers,* packers, ship- 
pers, and gamblers 1n provisions on this side 
of the Atlantic, as well as to millions of 
consumers of beef in England and of pork 
in Germany. ‘ If there were really any gen- 
eral belief in Great Britain that American 
beef was less wholesome than Scotch’ or 
English beef, or in Germany thas the Ameri- 
can pig was more likely than the German 
swine to infect those who ate him with 
trichinosis | or hog cholera, { the © subject 
would repay the attention of} our * Gov- 


ernment, which it unquestionably invites. 


In that case something to the purpose might 
doubtless be done by such a commission as 
the President proposes to establish, and in 
which, through the Secretary of State, 
he has called upon” the Chamber? of 
Commerce ' of this: City. to name fone 
member *’ as § its £ representative. * The 
other members are to be named one by 
the President of the United States, one by 
the Chicago Board of Trade, and two by the 
Bureau of Agriculture. , Certainly, no‘ap- 
pointment could be more suitable than that 
of Prof. CHanpieR.< But, assuming that 
the German Governments believe that there 
is really something dangerous the matter 
with the American pig, it is evident that the 
composition of the commission is not cal- 
culated to allay that suspicion. The mem- 
bers nominated by the New-York Chamber 
of Commerce and of the Chicago Board of 
Trade will be the representatives of com- 
mercial bodies which may fairly be sup- 
posed to be much more interested in the 
diffusion of the American pig than in 
the sanitary protection of the European 
populations, and all of the ' members 
of the commission labor under what, look- 
ing at its purpose as one of evangelization, 
is the disadvantage that they are Americans. 
If the Government had invited the Govern- 
ments of Germany, Austria, and Hungary, 
which exclude the American pig absolutely, 
and of Great Britain, which obstructs with 
needless and annoying restrictions the im- 
portation of American beef, to name experts 
to investigate the subject in this country at 
our expense, or, in default of such a nomi- 
nation, had invited experts from those coun- 
tries on its own account, the reports of such 
experts must have been of precisely the. 
same tenor that the report of the American 
commission will be, and, coming from such 
a source, the report would do much more 
than any American report could do to dis- 
pel any suspicion of the wholesomeness of 
American food products. 

In point of fact, there is no suspicion of 
that kind except what may have been pro- 
duced by the action of the Governments. 
The exclusion of hogs and hog products 
from Germany, Austria, and Hungary, the 
restrictions on the importation of American 
beef into Great Britain, simply mean that 


the Executive Governments of those coun- 


tries are in the hands of the landholders, 
whose class interests will suffer if the in- 
habitaats of their countries are permitted 
without interference to buy their food 
where they can buy it cheapest. It is un- 
fortunate that these Governments should be 
forced to descend to the hypocrisy of repre- 
senting as a question of hygiene what is 
simply a question of protection. But we 
shall gain nothing by exposing the pretense. 
In countries like Germany and Austria, 
where protection is the avowed policy of 
the State, the hypocrisy is not so offensive 
as in Great Britain, where nobody of any 
political account dare avow himself a pro- 
tectionist. But in either case it is doubtful 
whether anything can be done by accumu- 
lating evidence of the innocuous character 
of our meats. The British Privy Council 
or the German Bundesrath might satisfy 
itself in a month that fifty millions of 
people in this Country partake freely 
of American beef and pork » and 
hog products without experiencing ; any 
ill-effects from the same, and several mem- 
bers of the British Privy Council, including 
the noble lord who informed a deputation 
of British consumers that it was necessary 
to maintain the regulations against American 
beef in all their stringency, have for some 
weeks been eating American beef in this 
country without the slightest scruple. There 
is very little prospect that any report of any 
American commission will make any im- 
pression on the minds of either German or 
British landlords so long as American com- 
petition in meats threatens to reduce the 
earning capacity of their acres.

A NEW ENTERPRISR 

* A new style of ‘robbery has been’ intro- 
duced by two or, three ingenious members 
of the highwaymen’s profession. * On Tues-, 
day night last an elderly man from‘ New- 
Jersey, while passing through a quiet street 
of this City at a late hour, was attacked and 
robbed of his false teeth." This is the first 
instance on record of the violent and un- 
lawful seizure of false teeth, and it cannot 
but fill all persons possessed of false teeth 
with a new dread of highwaymen. ., o> 

The motive of the robbers may have been 
two-fold.» They may have seized the teeth 
on the supposition that they were of .great 
intrinsic value, or they may have sought to 
reduce their victim to a state of inarticulate 
helplessness, so that he would neither be able 
to call for help nor to explain his misfortune 
to a police officer, thus giving his assailants 
plenty of time to escape. They perhaps 
reasoned that a policeman who should find 
on the street an excited elderly person mak- 
ing wild and inharmonious noises, but un- 
able to speak an intelligible word, would at 
once assume that the elderly person was 
drunk, and would proceed to club him into 
insensibility. As a matter of fact, the tooth- 
less Jerseyman was charged with drunken- 
ness, but as no policeman felt energy enough 
to club him at 4 o’clock A. M., he was 
kindly permitted to depart from the station- 
house without a broken head. 
> Tt is more probable, however, that the 
highwaymen stole the teeth because they 


were thought to be very valuable. ~ This 


view of false teeth has been widely dissem- 
inated by dentists. ». The ' man” who _ is 
charged $750 for a set ‘of false | teeth 
containing more or less gold naturally 
imagines - that their intrinsic value _ is 
very great; whereas, in fact, the 
set may contain not mom than $3 
worth of gold. Probably one or more of 
the highwaymen who stole the Jerseyman’s 
teeth had accidentally seen a dentist’s bill, 
and had hastily come to the conclusion 


that a set of false tecth is a amall’ bonanza. 
If these same higkwaymen put the Jersey- 
man’s teeth into the melting-pot they will 
be disgusted to find that false teeth do not 
yield more than two ounces tothe ton, while 
a still greater disappointment awaits them if 


“they try to sell the teeth to a dentist ora 


dealer in dentists’ supplies. : 

Still, a goed paying business can be done 
in teeth that assay two ounces to the ton, 
If a few bold highwaymen form a joint 
stock company for working the veins of 
false teeth that exist in the great majority 
of American mouths, they can, with proper 
industry, make large annual dividends. The 
process of extracting the gold from the 
‘teeth will be a very inexpensive one, since 
the metal will be what the miners call 
‘free gold,”’. and the ‘teeth can be 
worked without the aid of a furnace or 
of chemicals. Of course, if an entire 
citizen had to be smelted in order to obtain 
the gold in his teeth, or if he had to be 
passed through a crushing mill and then to 
be treated with mercury, the business could 
not be profitably carried on; but such, 
fortunately, is not the case. The Highway- 
man’s Teeth Mining Company will scarcely 
meet with any opposition from policemen 
or courts, for, although it will obtain its ore 
by robbery, it will compare favorably in 
point of honesty with many of the mining 
companies whose stocks are sold in Wall- 
street. 

That people owning false teeth should 
feel nervous after reading the misfortune of 
the elderly Jerseyman is to be expected. It 
will be extremely unpleasant for them:to be. 
met with the highwayman’sdemand, * Your 
teeth or your life.”’ Still, they can keep 
their teeth at their banker’s or in the vaults 
of a safe deposit company, where:they' will 
be comparatively safe, as few Cashiers or 
watchmen would try to make the;journey to 
Canada laden with tons of teeth. 


A tendency to refinement of manners and 
scrupuiousness of speech is the advantage 
claimed for dueling by its practitioners and advo- 
cates, This effect was signally shown by a debate 
in the Legislature of Georgia, which is expected 
to lead to a meeting on the field of honah.

THE RICHMOND AND DANVILLE IN 
NEW HANDS. 

THREE OF THE DIRECTORS DISPLACED AND 
MAKING INQUIRIES ABOUT MONEY 8PENT 

IN KEEPING UP THE STOCK. 
RiceMonD, Va. Sept. 12.—At a general 
meeting of the stockholders of the Richmond and 
Danville Railroad Company held here to-day a 
proposition to increase the capital stock of the 
company from $5,000,000 to $7,000,000 was unas» 
mously defeated. Tbe promoters of the scheme, 
it ie stated, did not appear. On the motion of Mr. 
George 8. Seott, of New-York, who statea tbat he 
held three-fifths of the whole Danville stock and 
represented a majority, John A. Rutherfurd, M. B. 
Brown, and R. Baring Gould, all of New-York, 


were displaced as Directors cf the Danville Com- 


y, and H. C. Fahnestock, Gen. Samuel Thomas, 
aod John McAnerney were elected as their suc- 
vessors. 2 

Mr.,George S. roster, a lawyer of New-York, 
who represented the interest of Mr. Rutherfurd 
inquired whether these removals did not have ref- 
erence to obstrueting a report made by the dis- 
placed Directors to the Danville board recently, 
recommending a suit against W. P. Clyde, F. M. 
Logan. and Joseph Sryan, as Directors of the West 
Point Terminal Company, to recover so much of 
$987,000 as was lost by them as a eommittee 
of the Terminal poard in sustaining the stock 
in New-York. Mr. Seott declared that if 
the Danville pany: ord owed that money the new 
board would see that the rights of its stockbolders 
were protected. In reply to a resolution submit- 
ted by Mr. Foster, instructing the Directors of the 
Danville to report why this suit has not been 
brought, John McAnerney, of New-York, gave a 
history of how the losses had been sustained. He 
explained that in the great fall of the stock of the 
Danville Company in February, 1882, they had to 
keep up the stock of the latter company. All 
these facts, Mr. McAnerney declared, were 
known to Mr. Rutherfurd 12 months ago. 
Having lost contro! of the road now, thelr action 
in the matter was directed against Mr. Clyde, who 
Was conspicuous in securing control of the com- 
pany. Mr. Beames, of New-York, offered a resolu- 
tion directiog a sweeping investigation into the 
affairs of the Danvi'le Road and all of its subordin- 
ate properties. This contemplated an examina- 
tion of dhe books of all of these corporations from 
1880 up to the present day. It seemed to contem- 
piate espe —_ an inquiry as to what, if any,officers 
or Directors of these roads had engaged in stock 
speculations. The resolutions were referred to 
the Directors. Members of the West Point Ter- 
mina! Directory declare that the losses in sustaining 
that stock in the market is not nearso great as 
elaimed. These gentlemen also believe, they say, 
that the action of the stockholders to-day will 
save both companies from ruin. The representa- 
tives of those eoutrolling a majority of the stock 
of the Danville now deny the report that any 
pool has been formed by them to prevent any of 
their stock being sold uuder five years. They 
assert that any one is free to sell his stock at 
pleasure. They have agreed among themselves to 
operate the road in a business-like way and to de- 
velop the property. It is stated emphatically that 
none of the present officers of the Danville wil! be 
removed. 


A TENNESSEE LINE’S WORK. 
REPORT OF THE NASHVILLE, CHATTANOOGA 
AND ST. LOUIS ROAD. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Sept. 12.—The Board of 
Directors of the Nashville, Chattanooga and 8t. 
Louis Railway met to-day, adopted the annual re- 
port of the President and Directors, and declared 
a dividend of 2 per cent., payable on Oct. 1. The 
report gives a detailed statement of the expenses 
and earnings of the main line and branches 
and the cost of extending several important 


branches. During the past fiscal year the revenue 
derived from passengers was $621,170 77, an in- 
crease of $40,611 12, which, taking into consid- 
eration che opening of new competitive routes 
eud the necessary increased completions 
and lower rates for through business, is considered 
very satisfactory. The earnings from freight dur- 
ing the same time were $1,513.875 40, an increase 
of $149,808 45. The total bonded indebtedness at 
the close of the fiscal year was $8,757,000. 
The road operates 554 miles, at 55 8-10 per 
cent. of the gross receipts. The increase in earn- 
ings has been attained partially by the encourage- 
ment of the location of blast furnaces and mills 
and factories along the line and at Nashville, but 
most of the increase may be accounted for by the 
bountiful crops of 1882 throughout the country 
traversed by the road. After the meeting of 
the Directors, the shareholders elected the follow- 
fing Directors: James G. Porter, J. H. Inman, V. 
K. Stevenson, J. W. 7, G. A. Washington, 
Thomas C. Whiteside, G. M. Fogg, J. W. Childress,

GOULD’S SOUTH-WESTERN SYSTEM. 

The differences that have arisen between 
day Gou!d and the men who control the East Ten- 
neesee, Virginia and Georg’a Railroad system have 
given rise to negotiations which, it is thought, will 
s00n put Mr. Gould in control of the Louisville and 
Nashville Road and the Central Railroad of Georgia. 
The last named road is said to be in the hands of 


persons who are also interested in the Louisville 
and Nashville. It ts well known that Mr. Gould 
was disappointed by the failure of the negotiations 
to connect the East Tennessee, Virginia, aod 
Georgia with his South-western system. His de- 
termination to make some conneetions that would 
ive his South-western system an outlet to the sea- 
rd was apparently not abandoned in conse- 
qvence of his failare to do business with the 
Seney-Thomas-Brice party. During the past few 
days an understanding has been reached whereby 
Mr. Gould and his stanch friend, Russell Sage, are 
to be elected Directors of the Louisville and Nash- 
vills Railroad Company. The election of President 
Baldwin, of the Louisville and Nashvilie,as a Di- 
rector of the Western Union yesterday, shows the 
olose friendly relations existing between him and 
the man who controls the telegraph company. The 
Central system, of Georgia, is the only rival of the 
ichmond and Danvilie Railroad system. It em- 
»races about 730 miles of road and is operated in 
connection with the Ocean Steam-ship Company, 
of Savannah. If Mr. Gould should succeed in ob- 
taining possession of this system it will give hima 
tea-board ontlet for his great South-western sys- 
tem. Col. William G. Raoul, President of the Cen- 
tral Railroad of Georgia, has been in this City un- 
til withina very few days, and itis said that he 
had various consultations with Mr. Gould.

BRIDGING THE ST. LAWRENCE. 

Ortawa, Ontario, Sept. 12.—The promoters 
of the Ottawa, Waddington and New-York Rail- 
way and Bridge Company have been informed that 
the Dominion Government objects tothe eon- 
struction of an international bridge across the St. 
Lawrence at Ogden’s Island, above Morrisburg. 
Their charter empowers the company to construet 
8 bridge at that point, but itis now asserted that 
any obstruction in the river at that point would 


seriously interfere with navigation. The bridge 
would cross the Plat Rapids, which are now run 
by all down vessels, and which passenger boats as- 
cend safely. High-masted vessels, rafts, and 
barges also ‘wn these rapids, and as they 
cannot be guided in sueh a current they would be 
in danger of being dashed to pieces against the 
piers. The bridge company contends that such 
eraftas cannot pass under its bridge can pass 
through the canal. A discussion took place during 
the session of 1882 in the Railway Committee room 
when the charter of the Ottawa and Waddington 
Company was under discussion. Sir Charlies Tup- 
per. Minister of Railways, strongly opposed tho 
granting of the charter on the ground that the 
road, if built, would divert trafile from the Cana- 
Gian Pacific Railway. A portion of freicbt from 
the North-west, he contended. might, instead of 
being carried on straight to Montreal or Quebec, 
be diverted from Ottawa southward to New-York. 


GREAT CONSOLIDATION SCHEME. 

ConcorD, N. H., Sept. 12.—The Senate Ju- 
diciary Committee has under consideration a bill 
Incorporating what is to pe called the Southern Pa- 
cific Company, by the provisions of which any rail- 
road or steam-boat line or lands in the United 


States may be purchased by the company, with the 
right to increase the capital stock to an unlimited 
extent by a vote of the parties in interest. 
The imecorporators named are Thomas W. 
Pierce, Charles Crocker, M. F. S, Hopkins, and 
Isaac E. Gates, attorney for Gov. Stanford, 
who are said to control the California system. 
Mr. Pierce, who testified before the committee, 
stated that it was proposed, if the bill became Jaw, 
to consolidate the Louisiana Western, Texas and

THEATRICAL AND TOURIST RATES. 

Cxr1caGo, Sept. 12.—The local committee of 
the East-bound roads held a special meeting to-day 
to consider matters relative to the transporta- 


tion of theatrical baggage. Out of this meet- 
ing grew a somewhat broezy discussion. Formal 
charges were preferred against the Baltimore 
aud Onfo of eutting theatrical passenger rates 
between Chicaco and Detroit. As a result of these 
charges, a theatrical rate of $10 to Buffalo, Suspen- 
sion Bridge, and Toronto was at once adopted by 
the meeting. Charges of cutting excursion and 
tourist rates were also preferred by some of the 
roads, and a special meeting is to be held to ar- 
range matters, the feeling being that these cuts on 
special rates have an important bearing on the 
cuts in regular rates, whieh have been freely 
charged for some time back.

A RESULT OF TRE RAILROAD RIOTS. 

READING, Penn., Sept. 12.—The absence of 
F. B. Gowen, President of the Philadelphia and 
Reading Railroad Company, when the case of Peter 
Cullen, Chief of Police of Reading, against that com- 
pany to recover $10,000 was called, again caused 
the postponement of the trial. The suit has been 


pending over five years, but for some reason the 
laintiff has not been able to serve a subpcena on 
r. Gowen. The suit grew out of the railroad 
riots in this city in July, 1877. On the night of July 
£3 of that year the Lebanon Valley bridge, span- 
ning the Schuylkill River, was destroyed by 
the rioters. The railrosi company prompt- 
ly posted notices and inserted advertise- 
ments in the newspapers offering $10,000 
for the arrest and conviction of the bridge- 
burners, and $5,000 more for the conviction 
of persons obstructing traffic and destroying its 
property. Chief Cullen worked the case and ran 
down one of the guilty persons, Samuel Hum- 
pbries. in Connecticnt. Smith, another rioter, was 
captured up the Hudson River by Lieut. Lotz and 
a Pinkerton detective. Information was lodged, 
both were brought to trial, pleaded guilty, and 
were sentenced to five years’ imprisonment. Mr. 
Cullen naturally expected his reward, but the com- 
pany did not see fit to pay it, allecing that the 
arrest of the bridee-burners was in the line of his 
duties as Chief of Police. Mr. Gowen is sub- 
poned by the plaintiff, but owing to bis absence 
the case was postponed to the November term.

Cassatt entered the service of the road in 1861, and 
rapidly worked himself up to the position of Vice- 
President, in which he had the supervision of the 
freight and passenger departments. He resigned 
in January last, and has since made a tour of Eu- 
rope. 

Boston, Sept. 12.—In the suit of Roland G. 
Hazard against the American Loan and Trust Com- 
pany, of this city, Judge Field, of the Supreme 
Court, has issued a temporary injunction. The 
suit is an action in equity. entered in July last, by 
which the plaintiff, as a large stockholder in the 
Vermont and Canada Rajliroad, seeks to enjoin the 
defendant from issuing about $700,000 in bonds on 
the franchises and stoek of the Vermont Central 
and Vermont and Canada Railroads, which were 
recently consolidated and a new corporation 
formed, knewn as the Consolidated Railroad Com- 
pany of Vermont.

MR. HUGH J. HASTINGS. 

Mr. Hugh J. Hastings, proprietor of the 
New-York Commercial Advertiser, died at Mon- 
mouth Beach, N. J., at 7 o'clock last night. His 
death, though due to paralysis of the heart, was 
in great measure brought about by the accident 
which he met with on the evening of the 3d inst., 
when he was knocked out of his phaeton while 
driving along Broadway, Long Branch. His 
vehicle was upset, and he was thrown heavily to 
the ground. Bystanders picked bim up and earried 
him to a hotel near by. whence he was conveyed 
to his home at Monmouth Beach. Dr. Henry Hughes 
ana four other physicians made an examination of 
the wounded man and came to the conclusion 
that no bones were broken, though his right 
shoulder and hip were badly brnised. He was put 
under the influence of opiates, but became 
very restless after their effect passed off. During 
the next two days he suffered muoh pain and 
was unable to retain anything on his stomach ex- 
cept a little milk and some iced champagne. 
On the 7th inst. he was reported as slowly improv- 
ing. Nosigns of broken bones or other internal 
injuries were manifest, but stili the patient was 
unable to take any nourishment except a little 
beef-tea. Subsequent reports seemed to indieate 
convaleseence. On Monday, however. he passed 
a restless night, and on the following morn- 
ing pneumonia of the left lung developed. 
During the day he was very weak, but toward 
evening he rallied. His spirits at all times were 
cheerful. His family physician, Dr. S. O. Vander- 
poel, saw him in the evening. He was then bright. 
His respiration was 26. His temperature and pulse 
were 100, respectively. Yesterday morning he had 
no‘fever whatever, but his respiration fell. At 4:30 
o’clock in the afternoon his condition was better 
than at any time since pneumonia set in. At7 
o’elock, after partaking of some stimulant, he sud- 
denly expired without a word. He was conscious 
to the last. Mr. Hastings received his friends al- 
most up to the time of his death. His wife, his un- 
married daughter, Mies Katharine Hastings, Dr. 
Henry Hughes, and his nurse were with him when 
he died. He had never before been sick in his life. 

Mr. Hastings was bornin the North of Ireland, 
Aug. 20, 1820, and came to this country, when 8 
years old, with his mother, brothers, and sister, 
his father having preceded them. The family 
settled in Albany. There were eight children, 
Hugh being next to the eldest. He began work 
at an early age, and helped support his 
parents and the younger children. His first 
jabors were as an errand boy in a dry 
goods store in William-street, this City. This 
kind of work, however, was unsatisfactory to the 
boy, who was ambitious and longed for a chance 
to better his condition. He was a great reader, 
and managed, by utilizing his spare time, to ac- 
quire much general information. His tastes led 
him to writing for the newspapers, and, being en- 
couragea by the success of his first attempts, 
he resolved to make it his business. In 1840 he 
became a reporter on the Albany Atlas, and 
made quite a hit by the crisp, lively manner in 
which he wrote up local {tems. But the measure 
of his ambition was not to be filled inthis way. 
He longed to have anewspaper of his own, and 
he resolved to have one. Wito a capital of only 
$7 50 he founded the Albany Knickerbocker, a dally 
paper, which proved a success almost from the 


start, and grew in time to be a_ very 
valuable property. The standing and infinence 
which this paper gave him led Mr. Hastings to 
take an active part in politics, of which the city of 
Albany was then a very active centre. His natural 
bent lay in this direction, and he entered into the 
field of political diseussion with a vigor that was 
the result of a lively inborn interest in the subject. 
He was for *‘ Tippecanoe and Tyler too” before he 
was able to vote. He admired Clay, and was a 
great friend of Gen. Taylor, who, when he became 
President, made Mr. Hastings Collector of the Port 
of ys 4 This position he resigned when Presi- 
dent Fillmore assumed office. Mr. Hastings was 
passionately fond of his newspaper work, but was 
preparing to leave the active conduct of the paper 
to his nephew, John Hastings, and the publication 
entirely to his son-in-law, Mr. Ward. 

Mr. Hastings leaves, besides a wife, two daugh- 
ters, one of whom is the wife of Mr. Beverley 
Ward,the publisher and manager of the «om- 
mercial Advertiser, and the other is unmarried. 

Mr. Hastings looked up to Weed and Seward 
and his leaders, and took his share in the struggles 
which they provoked. He showed much adroit- 
ness as well as boldness in the methods he 
resorted to, and was at times regardless of the 
means as long as he thought the end sought to be 
attained was right. He attended political conven- 
tions, State and national, from the time 
when he east his maiden yote for 
about two-score years. In 1852, when he 
was a delegate to the National Whig Convention, 
he was persistent in his opposition to Fillmore, and 
did what he could to make Gen. Scott the candi- 
date of the party. When the Republican Party 
was a Mr. Hastings became an adherent of 
it, and he continued in its ranks up to the time of 
his death. 

He accepted the directorship of the Comsmercial 
Advertiser in 1868. Thurlow Weed was editor of 
the paper at the time, but soon retired, and then 
Mr. Hastings obtained a controlling interest in 
the journal. He made a decided change in 
the appearance of the sheet, putting into it 
much of the life and energy which was 
within him. Overgrown treatises and argumenta- 
tive diatribes on uninteresting subjects were made 
to give way to news and to lively, if somewhat 
sharp and personal, discussions on topics of the 
mement. The journal began to reflect the ener- 
getic, restless, bright, and trenchant character of 
the man, witn his strong likes and dislikes it is 
true, but still sbowing the marks of a 
warm, hearty, and healthy nature. He 
shrank from no diseussion, but plunged in 
at once head foremost, and with decided convic- 
tions. His vim—and at times his vyehemence—was 
something tremendous. He was a hard hitter,and 
made himself the target for much newspaper war- 
fare, and he generally compelled his most 
fervent antagonists to be wary in dealing 
with him. He had a good memory, and 
was able at a moment’s notice to hurl 
against an antagonist, especially in political 
matters, an array of facts, often gained from per- 
sonal knowledge, that was bewildering. His hatred 
of the Democrats, collectively and in very many 
cases individually, would have been wonderful in 
a person of different mental and emotional const - 
tution. But to those who knew the man it seemed 
the natural gutcome of his character. 

His individuality, as set forth in the columns 
of the Advertiser, soon made for itself a 
pecuniary value of no small importance. The 
paper grew and thrived. Its circulation and ad- 
vertising increased, and its facilities for the gath- 
ering and presentation of news were made to keep 
pace with the other evidences of advancement. 
All along great attention was given to po- 
litical matters. The paper warmly supported 
Gen. Grant during his Administration and advo- 
cated his selection fora third term in 1880. Mr. 
Hayes’s Administration came in for some criticism, 
and, in 1890, the Advertiser was strongly Stalwart. 
Mr. Hastings waa warmly attached to Mr. Conkling, 
for whose first election as United States Senator 
he was, indeed, largely seapenee. This friendship 
continued to the Jast. Mr. Hastings rendered a 
warm support to President Arthur. He objected 
to civil service reform because he did not believe 
in it, and not only advocated the spoils system,but 
justified it as a proper political expedient. He 
was also a strong advocate of a protective tariff. 

Personally, Mr. Hastings was a bluff, hearty 
man, overfiowing with good humor and kindly 
fecling. His geniality gained him scores of 
friends even among those whom he, in hie ca- 
pacity asa journalist, felt called upon to criticise 
severely. He wasa good host and liked society, 
and was never seen to better advantage than when 
dispensing his hospitality, as he often did, to his 
numerous friends. He was a good listener as well 
as a good story teller, and was welcomed asa guest 

wherever he went. His departure will be mourned 
by many who reeall his pleasant, hearty greeting 
and his kindly, generous nature.

THOMAS GREEN DAVIDSON. 

The Hon. Thomas Green Daryidson died on 
Tuesday at his farm in Livingston Parish, La., 
age 78 He had been ili for several months, and 
had been permanently disabled for years, so that 
he walked with great difioulty. He was a native 
of Jefferson County, Miss.; was admitted to the 
Bar in Louisiana in 1827. He entered ardently into 


politics asa Jacksonian Democrat in 1882, and in 
that year was defeated a« a candidate for Con- 
gress. In the same pees he was ejected to 
the Legislature, an was re-elected year 
after year until 1853, when he was 
sent to Congress, serving until] he withdrew, in 
1861. Since reconstruction he has continued to 
represent his parish in the Legislature whenever 
he saw fit todoso. Inthedaysof Warmouth he was

A TERRIBLE NIGHT EXPERIENCE, 


A MAN AND BIS FAMILY, WITH A TEAM, 
WALEING OVER THE KINZUA VIADUCT. 
BRADFORD, Penn., Sept. 12.—A resident of 

Buffalo, named William Batterson, who has been 

looking after business interests of his in the Kin- 

zua distriet of the McKean County oil region, gives 
the particulars of a most extraordinary adventure 
which he and his wife and two children had in the 

Kinzua wildernees a few nights ago, the entire 

family being saved from a most horrible death 

through the merest accident. The party lett Brad- 
ford in the evening to drive to an isolated settle- 
ment known as Howard Hil!, where Mr. Batterson 
has property. The road leading to the place runs 
for the most of the distance through the deep for- 
ests of the region, and is high among the moun- 


tains. After leaving the village of Alton the way 
is especially wild and intricate, and, after driving 
a long time through the woods, Mr. Batterson 
found that he bad lost bis way, and al! his efforts 
to find a thoroughfare out of the wilderness seemed 
to serve only to plunge him deeper into it. Dark- 
ness came on and Batterson soon aiscovered that 
his horse had wandered off of even the semblance 
of a road he had heen following, and was 
picking an aimless course through the woods. The 
night was very cold, and Mrs. Batterson an@ the 
children began to suffer from the obilly air, as they 
were not clad with the expectation of being out 
long after nightfall. Mr. Batterson found an old 
railroad lantern in the oarriage and, lighting it, he 
prospected through the woods in the hope of find- 
ing a road that would lead them out of the woods. 
There was none to be found. 

Abeut a hundred yaras ahead of where he left 
the carriage he came out upon a railroad track. 
This was the track of the Erie Railway’s Bradford 
branch or Johnsonburg extension. Feeling that 
neither his wife nor children could stand a night 
of exposure in the mountains, he resolved to 
drive along the railroad track, notwithstanding 
the great danger that attended such a course, 
in the hope of coming to some _ road 
crossing the track orsome station near by. Hedid 
not know what railroad it was, nor what the 
chances were of trains coming along before he 
might reach rel gee of safety. His wife was willing 
to take the risk with him, and he led the horse out 
upon the track. Be thea walked ahead with the 
light, and his wife drove the horse along 
over the ties after him. On_ either side 
were the woods and high banks. There was no 
way to escape should a train appear. They had 

roceeded nearly a mile without finding any cross- 
ng or place where they might turn out. Then Mr. 
Batterson took h s wife and children from the car- 
riage, so that they might climb the bank or cet 
intothe woods away from danger if a train was 
heard approaching. He led the horse, and they 
followed on foot atthe side of the track. After 
procee jing in this way for a hundred yards or so, 
they came to a bridge, on one side of which was a 
narrow plank walk, the railroad track occupying 
the remainder of the bridge. This was the great 
Kinzua Viaduct, which spans a ravine at 
thes bottom of which flows the Kinzua 
Creek. ‘This bridge is the highest railroad bridge 
in the world, being 308 feet above the creek. It is 
nearly halfa mile long. Mr. Batterson and his 
family were now in a situation the peril of which 
was too apparent, and the uncertainty of which 
filled them with terror. They were entirely 
ignorant as to where the bridge would lead 
them if they ventured to cross it, 
but knew it was madness to remain 
where they were. Mr. Batterson at last deter- 
mined to attempt the croasing, trusting to Provi- 
dence for the result. He sucoseded in getting his 
horse on the footpath. The wheelonone side of 
the carriage extended over on to the track and 
bumped over the ties. Mr. Batterson at first 
suggested abandoning the horse and carriage, 
but his wife would not hear of it, taking the 
ground that their presence on the track might lead 
to a disaster on the railroad. The horse was led 
slowly forward on the bridge. and Mr.s Batterson 
and the children followed close behind the car- 
riage. A high wind was blowing down the valley, 
and it was with difficulty that they could keep their 
feet. They bad preceeded on their way only ashort 
distanee when a sudden gust of wind extinguished 
the lantern. It was impossible to relight it in the 
gale that was blowing, and they were compelled 
to grope their way onward in the darkness. They 
crossed the bridge in safety, and, if they had 
known it, really placed themselvesin greater peril, 
for trains pass over the bridge at a very slow rate 
of speed, and can be stopped almost immediately. 

When Mr. Batterson and his family left the 
bridge they entered a deep rock cut made for the 
track, and were wrapped in still greater dark- 
ness. A train coming upon them in the cut 
would have crushed them all to death, for there 
could have been no escape. That they were not 
ground to pieces in that way was owing only tothe 
fact that a coal train which was dus at 
the cut at the very time Batterson and 
his family were stumbling and feeling their way 
through itt was detained a mile below by a hot 
journa!. The party emerged from the eut and dis- 
covered the light at Palen’s Switch, a small 
station a short distance below, just as this 

train whistled for the station. The 
and carriage were turned from 
the track into the road leading alongside 
of it to the station, and Mrs. Batterson and her 
children had reached a place of safety just as the 
train rushed by and thundered into thecut. A 
delay of one minute fn making their way through 
the passage would have been fatal to the entire 
party. When the full foree of the peril to which 
they had been exposed and the narrow escape kon | 

had made broke upon her, Mrs. Batterson fainte 
away. Mr. Batterson himself was so unnerved 
that it was some time before hecould summon ald. 
They found shelter at Sweet’s boarding-house, at 
the station, where all were soon revived. They as- 
certainea that Howard's Hill was only four miles 
from the station. In spite of the terrible experi- 
enee through which they had passed and the late- 
ness of the hour, Mrs. Batterson was anxious to 
proceed to their destination, which they did, reach- 
ing the settlement safely about midnight. '

The entire building was occupied by 
Smith & Co., manufacturers of desks and school 
and counting-house furniture, and contained a 
large quantity of valuable manufactured and raw 
material, very little of which was saved. The 
building was entirely gutted. One of the side walls 
fell, but no one wasinjured. The fire was a stub- 
born one, and great exertion was necessary to s:ve 
the adjoining buildings. The loss on the building 
will reach $30,000; on machinery and tools, $8.00; 
on stock, manufactured, raw, and in process of 
manufacture, about $85,000. There is an insu- 
rance of $60,000 on all. Forty workmen are tem- 
porarily thrown out of work. 


A fire broke out yesterday morning at 12:30 
in astable of the Lexington-Street Car Company 
at Lexington, Ky. Fifty mules, 14 ears, and the 
entire lot of harness and stock of feed and the new 
stebles were totally destroyed.

THE EXPECTED HURRICANE. * 


——__~.————_ 
AVOIDING NEW-YORK IN ITS FULL STRENGTH 
AND PASSING SEAWARD. 

A violent gale, which started in the West 
Indies, was reported yesterday afternoon as being 
on its way north at the rate of 35 or 40 miles an 
hour. The wind maintained a steady north-easterly 
course throughout the day and night, and in the 
vicinity of this City gave spasmodic exhibitions of 
its strength. “ Reports were received at the Signal 
Service Bureau from various points along the 
coast to the effeet that the storm was a severe one. 
It left the Virginia shores early in the evening, 


and the danger signals at the principal 
Southern points were ordered down. It 
was supposed that the gale was off the 
New-Jersey coast late last night, with 
its centre some distance out at sea. The custs of 
wind that stirred up the spattering rain-falls in this 
City were very fitful. At 3 P. M. the wind was 
blowing at the rate of 28 milesan hour. It steadily 
decreased in velocity until it got down to 20 miles 
anhour. Then it freshened up, and at 6 P. M. had 
attained its maximum velocity for the day—30 
miles an hour, At 11:30 P. M. the wind was blow- 
ing at the rate of 21 miles. The officer at the Sig- 
nal Service Bureau said last night that he could 
not speak definitely about the gale, because he did 
not know where it was, but he felt confident that 
its centre would not strike New-York. 

The steam-ship Colon, which left her doek for 
Aspinwall last Monday, but anchored in the Lower 
Bay, was stiil there ata late hour yesterday after- 
noon. It was stated that she was waiting for the 
expected hurricane to pass before she went to sea. 
All of the other vessels which had walted in order 
to avoid the predicted storm went to sea yes- 
terday. Sea Captains were of the opinion that the 
storm would not prove as severe as had been an- 
ticipated, in these waters at least. 


Lone Branca, N. J., Sept, 12.—The full 
fury of the promised hurricane has not yet struck 
this section of coast, but as much as we have got 
of it already has created havoo along the shore. 
Despite the warning the Signal Office gave, the 
fishermen did not heed it,and consequently they 
are many thousands of dollars poorer to-day. 
Scarcely a fishing-pound from the Highlands to 
Long Branch is left. In some of these pounds the 
fishermen invest as much as $5,000. Strewn along 
the beach or drawn up on the shore are scores of 
surf-boats belonging to the fishermen. The high 
running waves have crushed them to pieces. To 
Save the great wrought-iron tubular plier, against 
which the encroaching waves dashed, Superin- 
tendent Frank Taylor and a ganz of men went 
through the perilous task —— of ripping up the 
stout oak flooring and spring piling. Consequently 
the tons of water thrown up on the skeleton 
structure cannot now do any harm. The inland 
farmers look upon the storm as a blessing, as no 
rain of any account had fallen all Summer, and 
many of the wells were dried up. All the life-sav- 
ing station patrols will doubled up te-night. 
The storm is more threatening toward nightfall. 


ASBURY Park, N. J., Sept, 12.—It has 
stormed heavily along the coast the entire day. A 
gang of men has been kept on the track of the 
New-Jersey Southern Railway opposite the Nave- 
sink Highlands, where the track was recently 
washed by the high tides, but no damage has been

MRS. OLEM FREE AGAIN.

RELEASED FROM PRISON ON THE ANNI- 
VERSARY OF THE YOUNG MURDER. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Sept. 12.—Nancy E. Clem, 
who figured so prominently in the Young murder 
ease in Indiana, 15 years ago, was released from 
State prison to-day, the anniversary of the day on 
which the double murder was committed. Mrs. 
Clem was twice tried for the murder and finally 
acquitted. Her brother, Silas Hartmann, who was 
jointly accused with her, killed himeelf in jail. 
Mrs. Clem’s peculiar business relations with Young 
formed the chief ground of her prosecution. She 


was in the habit of borrowing large sums of money 
from him, as well as from other men, paying exor- 
bitant interest at short intervals. It has sinee 
been learned that she did not invest this money at 
all, but hid it, and that the sums she paid as iater- 
est were invariabiy part of the principal. Her 
scheme was to accumulate a considerable amount 
of borrowed money and then cease paying interest, 
alleging that her investments had failed. When 
she was finally released from jail, after her ac- 
uittal on the charge of murder, sne resumed her 
nancial transactions with a new set of victims. 
At last her purpose was discovered, and she was 
arrested on a technical charge of perjury. She 
was sentenced to aterm of Imprisonment in 1880. 
which expired yesterday. Like most criminals of 
her class her prison record has been a good one. 
The Young murder is still a mystery and will 
probably never be cleared up. The object of the 
murder of Young and his wife was undoubtedly 
robbery, and Silas Hartmann, known as “' Sike,”’ 
was probably concerned in it. Abrams, who was 
also arrested, was tried and sentenced to impris- 
onment for life, but was afterward pardoned by 
Gov. Williams, public sentiment being against his 
further punishment. Another brother of Mrs. 
Ciem, Craven Hartmann, was believed by many 
persons to have been the actual murderer, but the 
State assumed that Craven Hartmann was a myth. 
During her last term of imprisonment Mrs, 
Clem’s husband secured a divorce and left the State.

WAR DEPARTMENT PORTRAITS. 


-_——_+.—-— 

EX-SECRETARY BELKNAP EXPLAINS THE 

ORIGINAL DESIGN OF THE COLLECTION. 

Wasaincton, Sept. 12. — Ex-Secretary 
Belknap says Tez Trxes was in error in stating 
that two oil-paintings of himself are hanging in 
the War Department. The information furnished 
by the department was to that effect. but as a 
matter of fact, thereis only one portrait of Belknap 
there. The only Secretary who appears twice is 
John C. Spencer, who was for a time in 
Tyler's Cabinet. In the course of « conver- 
sation Gen. Belknap gave some interesting 
particulars as to the paintings. The collection was 


made at his instance, and was complete to his 
time, with the exception of George Grabam, who 
was Secre under Monroe. His portrait could 
not be had. Foratime there were two portraits 
of Timothy Piekering, of Washington's second 
Cabinet, but one of these was sent to West 
Point, an institution in which Pickering 
took a great interest. The portraits of Cal- 
houn and Jackson are by _ Sully. ‘As 
stated in Tre Tres,” said ex-Secretary Bel- 
knap, “the collection was procured by myself. 
Until 1869 there was only one portrait, that of Seo- 
retary Poinsett, of Van Buren's Administration. 
It was paid tor out of what remained of a fund 
known as the Provost Marshal fund, made up of 
moneys of deserters and various odds and ends 
which were never turned into the Treasury, and 
which was used by Stanton and his immediate suc- 
cessors for various purposes. I found some of it 
left, and paid for the paintings from this source. 
The original design of Mullett and myself was to 
have had a large hall in one of the upper stories of 
the new War partment, where the battle flags 
could be displayed and these portraits, with other 
paintings illustrative of the war, could be hung, 
but this intention has not been carried out.”

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ERILS OF OCEAN TRAVEL. 


SAVED ¥YROM A SINKING VESSEL—THE LIVES 
LOST ON THE FISHING BANKS. 

The Cunard steam-ship Pavonia, which ar- 
rived yesterday from Liverpool, brought 15 ship- 
wrecked Norwegians, who had been transforred to 
that vessel from thesteamer Llandaff City. These 
men belonged to the bark Coriolan. which was .ban- 
doned on Sept. 2in latitude 40° 15’ and longitude 
65° 19’. Capt. Singaahisen, of the lost vessel, stated 
that she left this port for Havre with a oargo of 
crude naphtha on Aug. 24. On Aug. 28 the wind 


began to blow heavily from east-north-east. At4. 


o’clock the next morning, when in latitude 39° and 
longitude 65°, the storm increased into a hurricane. 
A guet carried away the mizzen gaff. The sea 
came from south-south-east, and was extreme- 
ly heavy. The vessel labored ro severely that 
two men had to be piaced at the wheel. She gave 
a heavy lurch, and men were thrown from 
their feet and severely injured. Tremendous se 

washed over the decks, causing a great deal o 
damage. Ali the provisions were destroyed by 
salt water. The mate and one seaman who ven- 
tured on to the main yard were thrown to the deck 
and severely injured. There were now four dis- 
abled men. A leak was sprung, and al! hands 
went to tie pumps. At1o’clock inthe afternoon 
several fenders were tied together and thrown 


- over the bows to act asadrag. This failed, how- 


ever, to keep the vessel’s head up to the sea. 
The vessel was practically unmanageable, and at 
8 o’elock she was tbrown on her beamends. The 
fere and main masts were cut away, and the ship 
slowly righted herself. She continued to leak, 
however, and the men, constantly at work at the 
pumps, became worn out. Até P. M. on Sept. 2 
the steam-ship Liandaff City was sighted and res- 
cued them. The lost vesséi measured 966 tons, 
and was built in Maine in 1850. She was formerly 
called the Josephus, and sailed under the German 
flag. She was thoroughly repaired two years ago. 
Measrs. Benham & Boyesen, of No. 45 Peari-street, 
were part owners. 

Capt. Pearce, of the British bark Exile, which ar- 
rived yesterday from Bordeaux, reports an unu- 
sual experience on the Banks of Newfoundland. 
A heavy gale was experienced on Aug. 29 and 320. 
At 10 o’clock on Sept. 1 the fishing schooner Edith 
MolIntyre wasseen at anchor. Her Captain report- 
ed that one of his dories, with two men in it, had 
been lost. Between that time and noon sev- 
eral empty dories were seen drifting about. 
At 8 P. M., when it was blowing heavily, 
a fishing vessel, which displayed signals of distress, 
was sighted about seven miles to leeward. The 
Exile ran Gown to her, and passed on the way sev- 
eral more empty dories. The fishing vessel proved 
to be the French schooner Julien Gabriel. Two 
dories, in each of which were two men, were 
adrift to ieeward of the schooner. One was only 
a quarter of a mile distant, but the other was 
nearly two miles off. The Exile ran up close to the 
latter dory, and its occupants had Just strength 
enough left to pull alongside. The other two 
men had managed to save themselves in the 
meantime. The Exile then headed toward 
another vessel whieh was making signals of 
distress. Although the bark tacked twice, she 
could not come up to the latter fisherman, which 
appeared to be the French schooner Adrienne. A 
large number of men were on ber deck. She had 
evidently picked up the crew of some sinking ves- 
se). Finding it impossible to beat up to the French- 
man, Capt. Pearee resumed his voyage. On the 
following day, in latitude 44° 5’ and longitude 52° 
8’, a large quantity of spruce and white pine deals 


was passed. 
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THE AMERIQUE 1N PORT. 
———__—_ 
STORIES OF THE 8T. GERMAIN’S PASSENGERS 
OF THE SINKING OF THE WOODBURN. 
The Amerique, of the General Transatlantic 
Company, arrived at her pier last evening and 
brought the passengers of the St. Germain, wnich 
ran into the English steamer Woodburn and sank 
her. One of the passengers who was on the St. 
Germain said in reference to the collision: "I 
was on the deck at thetime. We left Havre on 
aug, 2 and were proceeding with fair weather, 


At 8 o'clock on the morning of the 26th I was 
on deck. It was a bright star-light night 
and clear. 1 distinctly saw the lights 
of the tug Recovery and the Woodburn, which 
was being towed with avout 600 feet of fine. The 
second officer was in charge, and bis shouts awoke 
many of the passengers. Our steamer was evi- 
dently trying to pass between the tug and the 
steamer. The lookout claimed afterward that he 
did not see any light on the Woodburn. The tug 
passed ahead, while we came on and struck the 
Woodburn on the starbvard side, nearly amid- 
ships. Our steamer cut right through her, and 
she sank aimost instantly. There was much 
exeitement among the passengers on the St. Ger- 
main, esvecially among those in the steerage. The 
Woodburn had on board a crew of 16 men. with 
the Captain, and one passenger, who was also lost. 
The St. Germain’s collision buikhead was broken 
through, and the water poured into and filled the 
first compartment. Between this and the seeond 
was a door, which was opeu. Theship’s carpenter 
rushed down and shut the door immediately after 
the collision. This probably saved the St. 
Germain from sinking, and, consequently, the 
lives of the passengers. If the second compart- 
ment nad filled with water tho steamer would have 
sunk. The passengers on the St. Germain then 
were transferred to the Recovery until the steamer 
had been thoroughly examined. The collision took 
place about 43 miles off the Eddystone Light. Tne 
cause of the collision, the officers of the St. Ger- 
main say, was owing to the length of the tow-line 
and the failure of the tug to port ber helm intime.” 

Among the passengers on the St. Germain were 
Mr. Clarence G. Dinsmore ana wife, of No. 302 
Fifth-avenue, this City, who had been travelin 
around the world and had suffered from bad luc 
on almost the whole trip. They left San Francisco 
on Nov. 6, 1882, and sailed for Japan, and thence 
onto India. When near the Vale of Cashmere, 
India, they received intellizence of the doath of 
relattves and friends in this City. A short time 
afterward, when off False Point, about 86 hours 
from Calcutta, the steamer Chinsurah, on which 
they had sailed, was wrecked. They were saved, 
but lost all their baggage. Mr. Dinsmore was left 
with only the suit of clothes he wore. Inthe same 
disaster he lost $4,000 or $5,000 in money and 
curios, photographic negatives, and other collec- 
tions. Tnen Mr. aad Mrs. Dinsmore proceeded on 
their way westward, and finally embarked on the 
St. Germain. 

There were also on the St. Germain 37 nuns, who 
were in charge of Motber Saint Andre. Fourteen 
others had arrived in the morningon the Abys- 
sinia. One of the latter was seriously affected by 
the collision, and continually lives over the scene. 
Often she would cry out: “ Don'tlet me go down 
with the ship!" ‘‘Save me!” and similar expres- 
mene. She is being cared for in St. Francis Hos- 
pita 

Capt. Santelli, of the Amerique, was unable to 
account for the report which was sent here from 
England that the Amerigue had sunk. Nothing 
had washed overboard that would show its con- 
ne tion with the Amerigue. For the first 36 hours 
out the voyage had been rough, but noaccident of 
any kind occurred. Mr. De Bebian, the agent of ibe 
company in this City, said that he had been unable 
to trace the rumor to its souree. He had constantly 
received telegrams concerning the report. and 
many had called at his office. He theretore had 
duplicate telegrams made ready and when the 
Amerique was sighted they were sent to anxious 
inquirers about the steamer.

RESTRICTING THE LIQUOR TRADE. 

The pretty village of Montclair, N. J., bas 
fora long time peen Infested vy liquor shops of 
all kinds in great numbers. Very many of these 
places were unlicensed, and the respectable citi- 
zeus of the town looked upon the condition of af- 
fairs as deplorable. A movement was begun by 
prominent townsmen to abate the nuisance. 


Among those who started the movement were D. 
F. Merritt. of E. D. Morgan & Co.; Joseph N. Van 
Vieck, of Phelps, Dodge & Co.; Stephen A. Carey, 
and Samuel Wild. A committee of 100 was organ- 
ized to do the work. Money subscriptions were 
called for and $2,500 soon raised. As a result of the 
movement, at the opening of the September term 
of the Court of Common Pleas of Newark all the 
applications made for licenses to sell liquor were 
granted except in the case of Montclair. The Citi- 
zens’ Committee, represented by counsel, suc- 
ceeded in preventing two of the liquor-dealers 
from obtaising a renewal of their licenses on the 
ground that they had violated the law within the 
past year. The committee Is going ahead with the 
work of weeding out the unlicensed places, and 
expect to have valuable aid frem the churches of 
the place. 
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A DECISION AGAINST THE GOVERNMENT. 

Harrison Johnston was appointed by the 
Secretary of the Treasury Assistant Special Agent 
of the Treasury Department to collect the so- 
called Confederate cotton in the counties of 


Lowndes, Monroe, Oklebbeha, and Aoxahee, Miss., 
in 1865, during the war, and the Government 
sued to recover several hundred thousand dollars 
frdm Johnston, which, it was alleged, he failed to 
acoount for. This sum was afterward reduced to 
about $80,000, and the suit in the United States 
Circuit Court, before Judge Coxe, was referred by 
him after the trial was begun to ex-Judge Choate. 
Judge Coxe ordered and counsel on both sides 
agreed that ex-Judge Choate’s decision should 
staud as thedecision of the court. This decision 
was filed yesterday in the United States Circuit 
Court clerk's office, in which the Judge says that 
the suit should have been instituted long ago 
when the facts were susceptible of proof and 
necessary Witnesses were alive, and he rules that 
defendant is entitled to judgment, dismissing the 
complaint.

SIGNIFICANT CHANGE IN THE DIRECTORY— 


THE BARNINGS FOR THREE MONTHS. 


A significant change in the Directory of the 
Western Union Telegraph Company was made at 
the meeting of the Board of Directors yesterday 
noon. The resignation of J. Lowber Welsh, of 
Philadelphia, was accepted, and Christopher ©. 
Baldwin, President of the Lonisville and Nashville 
Railroad Company, was elected a Director in his 
place. Mr. Baldwin's purobase of Western Union 
stock has been made within a very few days, and 
Wali-street gossip at once associated his eleetion 
as a Director of Mr. Gould’s telegraph company 
with the reports that Mr. Gould is about to assume 
control of the Louisville and Nashville, and that 


William S. Willams, one of the heaviest stock- 
holders in the last named company, is to withdraw 
his suit against the Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany. Mr. Baldwin said to a Toes reporter that 
he had not bought Mr. Williama’s Western Union 
stock and that his going into the Directory of the 
tele; ph company bad nothing to do with Mr. 
Williams's affairs. He declined to say anything 
about bis purchase of Western Union stock. 

Prefident Norvin Green presented a financial 
statement of the affairs of the company for the 
quarter ending Sept. 30, 1883, at yesterday’s meet- 
ing. It was stated that on _ 1 last the company 
had a surplus of $3,058,566. The net revenues of 
the quarter ending the 30th of this month, based 
upon nearly completed retuns for July. partial 
returns for August, and estimating the business 
for September, were placed at $1,650,000, which 
added to the surplus of the previous quarter gives 
an expected surplus of $5,308,566. The following

CULTURE OF UNTUTORED NATIVES 


THE COMMENDABLE PROJECT OF A BENEVO- 
LENT ENGLISHMAN. 

A “Culture League” is at present organizing 
in this City, the prospectus of which is soon to be 
circulated, which, it is intended, shall eventually 
radiate throughout the United States and aid in 
licking the untutored American into shape. 
A benevolent Englishman, who has lived a suf- 
ficient time in this country to have his eyes 
opened to the moral insufficiency of the natives, 
has applied himself to the development of a 


seheme for their regeneration. The name of this 
philanthropic Englishman, as it appears upon bis 
artistically engraved business card, is Walter Rew, 
Oxon., author of ** Love’s Avatar” and ether works 
equally well known. Beneath is a quotation from 
Carlyle—‘‘ Talents beyond the common"’—presuma- 
bly referring to Mr. Rew, since the latter repre- 
sents himself as having been a prominent mem- 
ber of Carlyle’s set aud a founder of the Em- 
erson Club in England. The general design of 
the “Culture Leagne’” is somewhat as foliows: 
A central council, of which Mr. Rew is Secretary, 
bas been formed in New-York, and a magazine 
will be pubiished which will contain the latest 
news concerning art, literary, and social culture. 
By subscribing for this magazine, at $3 per year, a 
person becomes a member of the league. Mr. 
Rew has invited, by advertisement, the formation 
of branches in different cities, which shall be ** pri- 
vate social circles” affiliated to the central organi- 
zation, to consist of not less than three members, 
with a responsible President, who shall send on 
subscriptions to the magazine from each member of 
his own circle. The circles will have general ref- 
erence tothe head centre in New-York, but will 
not necessarily have xnything todo with one an- 
other. This method of doing things will, it is 
thought, a sgpe ns squabbles, which are not con- 
sistent with culture in its highest deveiopment. 
Once a month a budget of culture will be issued in 
printed form by the central couneil in New-York 
and sent around to the different circles for dis- 
cussion. This will result in a general development 
of cultured thought. This organization is only 
known at present through Mr. Rew and his adver- 
tisement, for that gentleman, when referred to, 
declined to communicate the names of the scien- 
tific and literary people who formedit. Mr. Rew 
said, however, to the reporter, that he had always 
been accustomed to association with the most cul- 
tured sort, and implied thata subscription to the 
Higher Republic waeazine would insure an equiva- 
lent in the article he advertises to'furnish.

The Board of Trade and Transportation 
yesterday held its first meeting after the Summer 
recess. The Committee on Bankruptcy reported 
that it had addressed a communication to mercan- 
tile bodies all over the country calling upon them 
to aid in securing an equitable bankruptcy law 


andto consider the advisability of holding a con- 
vention in Washington in regard to the subject. A 
petition was also prepared by the committee, to be 
sent to Congress, urging the — passage of a 
law “possessing the following salient features: 
Discouraging insolvency; the largest distribution 
of assets at the lowest possible expense; the 
rhandling of the assets by the creditors under eu- 
pervision of the court; the abolition of the fee 
system of compensating officials; preventing and 
annulling preferences made in fraud of creditors; 
affording relief to the honest debtor; punishing 
the fraudulent one; expedition of the proceedings 
and speedy disposition of tne same; a com- 
pact, equitable, codifiea law which can be 
read and understood by every business man.” 
A resolution was offered by Morris S. Wise in ref- 
erence to transportation companies and adopted. 
It requests the ** Board of Railroad Commissioners 
to investigate the operations of the various freight 
lines doing business in this State, the legal status 
and financial responsibility of said curriers, and 
also to ascertain what amendments, if any, should 
be made in the bills of lading issued by said lines, 
so that the same may convey an open declaration 
of who is liable to either consignor or consignee in 
case of loss or damage to the freight consigned 
and in such other particulars as shall render such 
contracts of shipment more just, equitable. and 
protective to the business public.’’ The Board of 
Railroad Commissioners, at a meeting on Tuesday, 
passed a resoluti n requiring all railroad compa- 
nies to make quarterly financial reports.

Railroad, and George Rice, engineer of the Union

THE STEPS TAKEN TO ORGANIZE 
THIS CITY. 
A number of prominent real estate ag mts, 
brokers, and auctioneers met at the office of the 
Heal Estate Record and Guide yesterday after-

. noon to take steps to organize a Real Estate Ex- 


change. Mr. E.H. Ludlow, of the firm of E. H. 
Ludlow & Co., presided, and D. G. Croly acted as 
Secretary. After a general expression of opinions 
relative to the proposed Exchange, the following 
committee on organization was appointed: 
Richard V. Harnett, H. H. Cammann, George L. 


Scott, of Scott & Myers; L. Friedman, of Lespi- 
nasse & Friedman; A Bellamy, of Mordecai & 
Bellamy; E. A. Cruikshank, Isaac Honig, and 
the Chairman and secretary of the meeting. 
Another meeting will be called by the Chairman 
as soon as the committee is ready to report. 

The real estate business transacted in thie City 
is in the hands of three classes of men, viz.: Real 
estate agents who have chargeof property, brokers 
who negotiate private sales and purchases, and 
auctioneers who sell property from the stand, 
There arein the City about 800 of these brokers 
and agents and 380 auctioneers. The real estate 
business transacted in New-York amounts annual- 
ly to about $100,000,000. It embraces South-west- 
ern New-York, including Long and Staten Islands, 
New-Jersey, Connecticut, Rhode Island, and Mas- 
sachusetts. There has never been a Real Estate Ex- 
change in this City, the nearest approach to one 
being the eales-room at No. 111 Broadway. About 
25 auetioneere rent stands in these rooms, and a 
few brokers do business there. 

“ The necessity foran Exchange,” sald one of 
the gentlemen who was presentat the meeting 
yesterday, bas been longapparent. Byarule of the 
Supreme Court made some years ago all partition 
and foreclosure sales; must take place in the sales- 
rooms in Broadway. These rooms are controlled 
by F. D. Fowler, and his management of them is 
not satisfactory to reputable auctioneers. A num- 
ber of sharpers hang around the room in- 
timidating buyers by remarks tending to de- 

reciate the erepery for sale and then, when it is 

rought down, bid itin themselves. It is no un- 
common thing tosee three or four detectives in 
the room spotting these fellows for various of- 
fenses. I have been forced myself to warn buyers 
from the auction stand to look out for false bids 
and sharpers. In the proposed Exchange we 
are going to try to give absolnte protec- 
tion to inexperienced people who bid for 
property. If objectionable people come to our 
rooms we propose to makeit hot for them. But 
that, of course, is not the only object in view in 
organizing a Real Estate Exchange. The real es- 
tate business of this City is scattered. We pro- 
pose to concentrate it. Our plan now is to create 
an Exchange similar to the Stock or Produce 
Exchange, with a capital of $400,000, divided 
into 400 shares of $1,000 each. We contem- 

late seenring the old Produce Exchange Build- 
ng. which isas near the Stock Exchange as the 
present salea-rooms in Broadway are, and aecessi- 

le for people living on Staten Island or on Long 
Island. We expect. to make the Exchange building 
not only the centre in this City of real estate trans- 
fers, but also of real estate offices, making it to 
real estate what the Swamp Is to the leather inter- 
este or the dry goods district to the dry goods buai- 
ness. We propose to take into the Exchange 
weaithy real estate owners as well as men directly 
interested in the buying and selling of real estate. 
Then taere are the arehitects and builders, whose 
interests are closely allied to ours, and who will, 
we believe, find in the Exchange an institution 
which will greatly facilitate the transaction of 
their buainess and bring them face to face with the 
men who need their services. Our idea is to bring 
together all persons who are interested in the 
transfer and improvement of property. Questions 
which frequently arise.among brokers as to com- 
missions, &0., which are now the cause of a great 
deal of trouble, could be submitted to the Arbitra- 
tion Committee of such an Exchange as we have 
in view, and in many ways it would serve the 
growing interests of the real estate business. The 
leading real estate men of the City are interested 
in the scheme, and we hope to see it realized.”’ 

An association calling itself the New-York Real 
Estate and Traders’ Exchange opened rooms at 
No. 89 Broadway yesterday. Charles C. Lathrop, 
the Vice-President, made a speech in which he 
stated that the Exchange had 400 members. 
Algernon 8. Sullivan, Theodore Perry, and Presi- 
dent J. H. Herrick, of the Produce Exchange; 
Walter Miller. of the Cotton Exchange; Park Com- 
missioner Viele, Major Pangborn, of Jersey City, 
and others also made addresses. The usual com- 
mittees were appointed. Ifthe City Directory may 
be trusted, the organization preserts the curlous 
anomaly ofa real estate exchange composed of 
men who are not real estate dealers. 
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THE LIBZRATION OF VIENNA.

ITS BI-CENTENNIAL CELEBRATED BY THE 
POLES OF THIS CITY. 

The Poles of this City and Jersey City cele- 
brated yesterday the bi-centennial of the liberation 
of Vienna which was achieved by the heroism of 
Sobieski, King of Poland, and 20,000 Poles, 
Vienna was besicged by 300,000 Turks, and the 
safety of Europe was threatened, when Sobieski, 
moved by the entreaties of the Pope and the Aus- 
trian delegates, hastened to the reliét of the city 


and, in conjunction with the Germaps, routed the 
enemy. Yesterday morning high mass was cele- 
brated by the Rev. H. Kitmecki at the Polish 
Church of St. Stanislaus, at Forsyth and Stanton 
streets.and in the evening the Poles and Lithuanians 
celebrated the victory by an entertainment in the 
Germania Assembly Rooms, in the Bowery. Thd 
Polish Independent Rifles, of this City; the Cra- 
kusy Rifles, of Jersey City; the Society Kosciusko, 
the United Poles, the Fredro Society, the St. Cas- 
imir Society, the Society of St. Stanislaus. the Pol- 
ish Catholic Society, the Moniuszko Singing Club, 
the Sobieski Soeiety, the Kraszewski Society, and 
the Lithuanian and Mickleviecz Literary Societies 
assembled inthe evening at No. 16 Rivington- 
street, where they formed a procession under com- 
mand of Grand Marshal John Raszkievicz and 
marched to Stanton-street, thence to Eldridge- 
street, to Broome-street, to the Bowery, and 
filed into the Germania Assembly Rooms. The 
large ball-room was brilliantly lighted and 
the walls were decorated with Polish and Amer- 
ican flags. Prof. Kalussowski, of Washington, 
was elected Chairman, and among the Vice-Presi- 
dents were Gen. W. Krzyzanowski, Justice Fatter- 
son, Gen. Franz Sigel, and Coroner Levy. A letter 
of regret was read from the Mayor, and after an 
introductory address} by the Chairman Gen. Krzy- 
zanowski spoke a few words: recalling the inctl- 
dents of the time when the fate of Earope depend- 
ed upon the result of the battle in which Sobieski, 
with his handful of warriors, defeated the hordes 
of Turkish barbarians. The speaker expressed 
great hopes for the future of Poland, and con- 
gratulated his fellow-countrymen upon living 
in a free republic where the rights of all men were 
recognized. The members of the Moniuszko Club 
then sang several rational songs, which fired the 
spirits of the exiles to a pitch of enthusiasm, and 
the songsters were loudly applauded and encored. 
Gen. Sigel spoke of the debt which Europe and 
Christianity owed to the Polish nation, and regret- 
ted that Germany rewarded the Poles by partic!- 
pating in the partition or Poland. The societies 
sang more national songs, more speeches were 
mate, and the festivities wound up with a grand 
all.
